Wake  up,  Chemists  !  (p.  450). 

Legislation  against  your  statutory  interests  is  progressing. 
The  Pharmacy  Bill  was  introduced  into  the  House  of  Commons 
on  Wednesday  (p.  449). 

The  Peers  appointed  to  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  Govern- 
ment Poisons  Bill  are  Lords  Haversham,  Lawrence,  Monk- 
Bretton,  Saltoun,  and  Stanley  of  Alderley.  The  M.P.s 
selected  are  Sir  J.  Batty  Take,  Messrs.  Atherley  Jones, 
Godfrey  Baring,  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  and  Vincent  Kennedy 
(p.  449).

We  Recall,  as  of  special  interest  at  the  present  time,  the 
proceedings  of  the  Select  Committee  which  considered  in 
1865  what  should  be  the  basis  of  legislation  in  regard  to  the 
sale  of  poisons.

The  preparation  of  liquor  bismuthi  was  discussed  in  Edin- 
burgh on  Wednesday  evening  upon  a  paper  by  Mr.  W.  Duncan 
giving  a  simple  method  (p.  454). 

"Parrish's  Syrup"  and  "Parrish's  Chemical  Food"  will 
not  henceforth  be  regarded  by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue 
as  setting  up  a  claim  to  proprietary  right  (p.  452). 

Judge  Edge  has  sustained  his  Registrar's  report  in  regard 
to  syphon  accounts.  This  means  that  in  accounts  running 
over  more  than  six  years  what  stood  over  before  the 
sexennium  is  ignored,  to  the  injustice  of  the  owner  of  syphons 
(p.  452). 

The  most  interesting  changes  in  prices  in  our  Trade  Report 
include  an  advp.nce  in  cocaine  and  a  reduction  in  morphine 
and  salts.  Citric  acid  and  citrates  are  lower.  Copperas, 
rape  oil,  and  chillies  have  advanced.  Oxalic  and  tartaric 
acids  and  shellac  are  easier  (p.  461). 

The  Mersey  Chemical  Works,  Ltd.,  has  been  registered, 
with  a  capital  of  200,000?.  It  is  promoted  by  the  Baden 
Chemical-works,  the  Bayer  Co.,  and  the  Berlin  Aniline-works 
(p.  445).  Ground  for  the  factory  has  been  bought  at  Brom- 
borough.  There  is  heart-burning  in  Germany  about  our  new 
patent  law  compelling  patentees  to  make  their  products  in 
this  country  (p.  438}. 

Associations  have  been  very  busy  this  past  week.  Pharmacy 
legislation  has  been  the  chief  subject.  Leeds,  Edinburgh, 
tho  West  Riding.

Qualitative  Analysis. 

A MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis. 
The  mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted 
■to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents 
are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  sub- 
stances detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
not  a  stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
March  24,  and  the  samples  will  be  posted  on  the  following 
day. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday,  April  4. 
Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account  of  the  work 
done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents  detected. 
In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as  an  accidental  impurity 
should  be  distinguished  from  the  essential  constituents  of 
the  salts  comprising  the  mixture. 

Special  Note. — The  analysis  announced  above  forms  the 
-concluding  exercise  in  the  analytical  tournament  for  the 
current  winter  session.  The  usual  monthly  first  and  second 
prizes  in  this  series  of  analyses  will  be  awarded  only  to 
apprentices  or  assistants  who  are  preparing  for  the  Qualify- 
ing examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  or  of  Ireland,  which  fact  must  be  attested  on  their 
reports.

Brevities. 

The  Salford  Board  of  Guardians  have  appointed  Mr.  E. 
Holland  to  be  dispenser  at  Hope  Hospital,  at  a  salary  of 
104/.  per  annum. 

For  the  Hurter  Memorial  Lecture  to  the  Liverpool  Sec- 
tion of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  at  the  Liverpool 
University  on  Thursday.  March  12,  Sir  Oliver  Lodge's  sub- 
ject was  "  The  Structure  of  the  Atom." 

The  London  County  Council  recently  decided  to  com- 
mence the  teaching  of  photographic  chemistry,  etc.,  at  the 
Trade  School  for  Girls,  and  at  the  meeting  of  the  Council  on 
March  17  it  w  as  decided  that  the  salary  of  the  teacher  should 
be  110/.  a  year,  rising  to  130/. 

In  the  Isle  of  Wight  last  quarter  eight  samples  of  cream 
of  tartar  were  taken  for  analysis.  Of  these  one  contained 
only  92.5  per  cent,  of  acid  potassium  tartrate  and  7.5  per 
cent,  of  useless  matter,  while  the  other  samples  showed 
about  98  per  cent,  and  upward  of  tartrate. 

The  Council  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  have 
decided  that  it  is  desirable  to  admit  women  to  examina- 
tion  for  the  diploma  of  member,  but  are  by  circular  asking 
Fellows  and  members  whether  they  agree,  and  if  so,  would 
they  admit  women  by  examination  as  Fellows  of  the 
College  ?

Tooth-brushes  for  School-children. 

Last  year  the  London  County  Council  decided  that  the 
teeth  of  all  children  in  the  Council's  day-schools  for  the 
blind  and  deaf  who  are  upwards  of  ten  years  of  age  should 
be  examined  and  treated  by  a  dentist,  but  the  Education  , 
Committee  now  propose  to  advance  a  step  iurther.  They 
have  had  under  consideration  the  desirability  of  giving 
tooth-brush  drill  to  all  children  in  these  schools,  but  for  • 
the  present  they  intend  to  only  deal  with  the  deaf  children 
as  an  experiment.    Under  the  Council's  regulations  these 
children,  when  they  reach  the  age  of  thirteen,  enter  resi- 
dential schools,  and  by  that  time  many  of  the  ailments  from 
which  they  suffer  would  disappear  if  attention  were  given  j 
in  their  younger  days  to  the  teeth.    With  the  deaf,  who 
are  taught  by  the  "  oral  "  method,  and  in  whose  curriculum  ; 
articulation  forms  an  important  part,  the  committee  think 
that  the  care  of  the  teeth  and  mouth  should  be  an  essential  , 
part  of  their  education.    Arrangements,  it  is  proposed, 
will  be  made  for  numbered  tooth-brushes  and  for  the  supply 
of  mugs  and  other  necessaries.    It  is  estimated  that  the 
initial  cost  of  the  experiment  would  be  11.,  and  that  the 
annual  cost  at  first  in  respect  of  additional  pay  to  helpers 
and  the  provision  of  tooth-brushes  and  powder  would  | 
amount  to  17/.  2s.  8d. 

Wireless  Telegraphy. 
Mr.  Marconi  gave  a  discourse  on  "  Transatlantic  Wireless 
Telegraphy  "  at  the  Royal  Institution  on  March  13.  The 
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theatre  was  crowded.  Sir  Wm.  Crookes  was  in  the  chair. 
The  lecture  was  partly  historical,  and  otherwise  a  recital  of 
the  present  position  and  hopes  of  the  new  undertaking.  At 
present  efforts  are  being  directed  to  diminishing  the  amount 
of  energy  used,  and  when  new  apparatus  which  is  being 
erected  on  the  British  and  Canadian  coasts  is  completed,  a 
service  of  wireless  telegrams  on  a  commercial  scale  is  to  be 
again  attempted. 

The  Importation  of  Bottles. 

A  deputation  waited  upon  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  on  March  18  to  urge  that  some  mark  of  origin  should 
be  put  upon  British  bottles  and  moulded  glass  tumblers  to 
distinguish  them  from  inferior  foreign  articles  of  that 
description  which,  it  was  said,  are  imported  into  this  country 
and  re-exported  as  of  English  manufacture.  Mr.  Lloyd- 
George,  in  reply,  said  the  problem  is  larger  and  more  difficult 
than  the  deputation  supposed.  It  is  dangerous,  he  added,  to 
interfere  with  trade  by  Act  of  Parliament,  but  in  the  case  of 
any  palpable  and  obvious  fraud  the  resources  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  would  be  used  for  the  protection  of  honest  manu- 
facturers and  honest  workmen. 

An  Indecent  Print. 

The  Cardinal  Manufacturing  Co.,  Ltd..  of  Wilson  Street, 
Finsbury,  were  summoned  before  Mr.  Marsham  at  Bow 
Street  Police  Court  on  March  17  for  sending  a  postal  packet 
to  Mrs.  Herbert  Biss,  wife  of  a  medical  man,  enclosing  an 
indecent  print  relating  to  an  aphrodisiac,  contrary  to  Sec- 
tion 4  of  the  Post  Office  Protection  Act,  1884.  Mr.  H. 
Muskett,  who  prosecuted  for  the  police,  stated  that  in 
February  Mrs.  Biss  was  confined,  and  the  birth  was  an- 
nounced in  the  newspapers  in  the  usual  way.  Shortly  after- 
wards Mrs.  Biss  received  through  the  post  a  packet  con- 
taining the  pamphlets  complained  of.  Her  husband,  Dr. 
Biss,  communicated  with  the  Commissioner  of  Police.  Mr. 
Beard,  who  defended,  said  what  defendants  sent  out  was 
simply  an  advertisement  of  the  preparations  they  sold. 
The  same  kind  of  thing  was  included  in  the  lists  sent  out 
by  a  very  large  firm  of  whelesale  chemists,  and  up  to  now 
no  objection  had  been  taken  to  it.  Mr.  Marsham  said  the 
pamphlet  was  in  his  opinion  indecent,  and  fined  defendants 
107.,  and  51.  5s.  costs. 

Chemists'  Licences. 

Mr.  Alfred  Collins,  chemist  and  druggist,  Pontefract, 
has  been  granted  an  off  wine-licence. 

At  Coventry  adjourned  Brewster  Sessions  on  March  11, 
Mr.  Arthur  Hoyle,  chemist  and  druggist,  Earlsdon  Street, 
Earlsdon,  was  refused  an  off  wine-licence. 

At  the  Daresbury  (near  Warrington)  adjourned  Licensing 
Sessions  on  March  10,  Herbert  Turton,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Old  London  Road,  Stockton  Heath,  renewed  his  application 
for  a  licence  to  sell  medicated  wines,  but  the  application  was 
refused. 

The  L.G.B.  Object. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Strand  Board  of  Guardians  on 
March  17,  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Local  Government 
Board  with  reference  to  the  proposal  to  increase  the  salary  of 
Mr.  J.  Hickman,  dispenser  at  the  Sheffield  Street  work- 
house and  for  outdoor  poor,  from  140Z.  to  145Z.  per  annum. 
The  Local  Government  Board  said  they  understood  that 
during  last  year  the  prescriptions  dispensed  averaged  only 
sixty-three  a  week.  In  these  circumstances  they  were  not 
prepared  to  assent  to  the  proposed  increase  in  Mr.  Hickman's 
salary,  and,  further,  they  intimated  that  the  stipend  now 
attached  to  the  office  must  be  reconsidered  on  the  occurrence 
of  a  vacancy. 

Blackburn  Notes. 

Among  a  large  batch  of  Passive  Resisters  who  appeared 
before  the  Blackburn  Magistrates  on  March  13  for  non- 
payment of  the  education  rate  was  Mr.  Wm.  Woolley,  J.P., 
manufacturing  chemist,  Blackburn. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Blackburn  Guardian  Society  for 
the  Protection  of  Trade,  just  issued,  reveals  the  fact  that 
nineteen  chemists  in  the  district,  including  Mr.  C.  Critchley 
(the  president  of  the  N.E.  Lanes  Association)  and  most  of 
the  officials  and  committee,  are  connected  with  this  body. 
aj  Trades  and  Industrial  Exhibition  was  opened  on 
March  12  in  the  Exchange  Hall,  Blackburn,  and  is  being 
exceptionally  well  patronised.  Among  those  exhibiting  are 
Messrs.  Booth  &  Openshaw,  wholesale  and  retail  chemists, 


of  Darwen  Street,  Blackburn,  who  have  a  prominent  display 
ot  photographic  goods  and  sundries. 

On  March  16,  James  Wharmby,  one  year  and  seven 
months_  old,  son  of  a  Blackburn  grocer's  assistant,  obtained 
possession  of  a  bottle  of  sugar-coated  iron  pills  "for  the 
nerves  which  had  been  purchased  from  a  local  chemist. 
Ihe  child  ate  twelve  of  the  "sweets,"  and  subsequently 
died.  A  medical  man  who  had  been  called  in  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  pills  contained  strychnine. 

In  his  annual  report  to  the  Lancashire  Inebriates  Acts 
Board,  Dr.  Frank  A.  Gill,  of  the  Lancashire  Inebriates' 
Reformatory  at  Laugho,  near  Blackburn,  condemns  the 
employment  of  drink-cures.  He  says  that  drugs  as  a  specific 
and  sole  cure  for  habitual  drunkenness  are  worthless,  and 
in  support  of  his  own  experience  he  quotes  the  paragraph 
from  the  report  of  the  Inspector  for  Scotland  under  the 
Inebriates  Act,  which  was  printed  in  last  week's  issue  of 
I  he  Chemist  and  Druggist  (p.  421). 

Mr.  J.  Stanley  Snell,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Burnley 
Road,  Accnngton,  has  a  "  foster-mother  ""apparatus  in  his 
shop  window,  with  the  object  of  advertising  some  special 
chicken-food.  The  apparatus  is  heated  by  a  lamp,  and 
about  a  dozen  chickens  were  being  reared  in  full  view  of  the 
public.  On  Sunday  morning  (March  15)  a  passer-by  noticed 
that  the  contrivance  was  in  flames.  The  police  were  called, 
the  door  was  burst  open,  and  the  fire  extinguished  with 
buckets  of  water.  The  chickens  at  first  appeared  to  be  dead, 
but  they  eventually  revived.  The  heat  is  supposed  to  have 
melted  the  solder  round  the  burner  of  the  lamp,  and  so> 
allowed  the  flame  to  get  to  the  oil.  But  for  the  prompt 
discovery  of  tho  fire  a  considerable  amount  of  damage  would 
have  been  done. 

The  Bight  Remedy. 

At  an  inquest  held  by  Dr.  Waldo  at  Southwark  on, 
March  18,  it  was  stated  that  deceased,  a  Mrs.  Porter,  had 
suffered  from  rheumatism  for  some  time,  and  on  March  14 
she  died  suddenly  before  medical  assistance  could  be  pro- 
cured. Answering  the  Coroner,  the  husband  said  deceased 
took  medicine  which  she  got  at  a  chemist's.  The  Coroner  : 
Was  it  some  of  that  quack  proprietary  stuff? — Witness: 
It  was  guaiacum.  The  Coroner  :  Oh,  you  mean  tincture 
of  gum  guaiacum.  That  is  a  well-known  remedy  in  the 
profession.  Did  the  chemist  prescribe  it  ? — Witness:  No; 
she  heard  it  from  someone,  and  used  to  go  and  get 
twopennyworth  at  a  time,  and  it  gave  her  relief.  The 
Coroner  :  It  is  rather  lucky  that  for  once  a  person  was 
recommended  something  that  would  do  her  good.  Medical 
evidence  showed  that  death  was  due  to  heart-failure,  and  a 
verdict  of  death  from  natural  causes  was  returned. 

Tbe  Nurse's  Mistake. 
At  Fulham,  on  March  14,  Mr.  Coroner  Drew  held  an 
inquest  on  the  body  of  the  baby  boy  of  a  clerk  named 
Walrond.  The  evidence  was  to  the  effect  that  a  bottle  of 
cresolene  had  been  bought  to  use  as  a  vaporising  disin- 
fectant to  prevent  the  spread  of  measles  from  the  other 
children  in  the  house.  Ellen  Downing,  a  maternity  nurse, 
who  gave  evidence  under  caution,  said  she  had  placed  the 
bottles  of  cresolene  and  syrup  of  figs  on  a  chest  of  drawers. 
She  went  by  candlelight  to  give  the  baby  a  dose  of  the 
syrup,  but  gave  some  of  the  cresolene  instead.  The  child 
was  severely  burnt  about  the  mouth  and  tongue,  and  died 
from  shock.  The  doctor  who  gave  evidence  said  it  was 
highly  desirable  that  poisons  should  be  kept  strictly  apart 
from  other  bottles.  The  syrup  of  figs  was  in  a  flat  oblong 
bottle,  while  the  poison  was  in  a  square  bottle  with  corru- 
gated nodules  all  over  it.   The  bottle  bore  the  label — 

Caution. — Poison  if  taken  internally.  In  case  of  accident 
give  at  once  large  doses  of  whisky,  brandy,  vinegar,  or 
alcohol.  ...  A  teaspoonful  in  a  quart  of  water  makes  a 
powerful  liquid  germicide  and  antiseptic.  Guaranteed 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  June  30,  1905. — "Creso- 
lene " — Vapour  Cresolene  Co.,  80  Fulton  Street,  New  York. 

In  answer  to  the  jury,  the  Coroner  said  the  contents  of 
the  two  bottles  were  similar  in  colour.  He  further  added 
that  the  principal  lesson  taught  by  the  case  was  the  necessity 
and  desirability  of  keeping  poisons  apart  from  other  medi- 
cines. He  could  not  understand  the  nurse  overlooking  the 
difference  in  the  bottles.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
death  from  misadventure,  and  considered  the  nurse  should 
be  reprimanded  and  cautioned  to  be  more  careful  in  future. 
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Midland  Notes. 

Mr.  A.  L.  Salt,  surgical-instrument  maker,  Cherry- 
Street,  Birmingham,  was  knocked  down  and  severely 
injured  by  a  motor-car  in  New  Street  on  Wednesday, 
March  11. 

There  has  been  a  great  demand  for  oxygen  in  Birmingham 
lately.  The  Hamstead  Colliery  disaster  accounted  for  much, 
but  the  fire-brigade  is  going  in  for  an  installation  of  oxygen 
rescuing  apparatus  in  case  of  fires. 

Messrs.  J.  D.  Furnival  &  Co.,  chemists,  Hanley,  at  the 
Stafford  Assizes,  before  Mr.  Justice  Grantham,  were  de- 
fendants in  an  action  brought  by  the  widow  of  a  road- 
man for  1,00(W.  damages  for  her  loss  by  his  death  from 
injuries  caused  by  their  cart.    Verdict,  101. 

Pharmacy  had  a  field  night  at  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry's  meeting  in  Birmingham  on  Thursday,  March  12, 
when  Mr.  Liverseege  read  a  paper  on  a  new  method  of 
calculating  adulteration  in  milk.  The  company  adjourned 
to  the  Acorn  Hotel  for  supper  after  the  close  of  the 
meeting. 

German  Chemical-works  in  Cheshire. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  Lever  Bros.,  Ltd.,  held  at  Port 
Sunlight  on  March  13,  Mr.  W.  H.  Lever,  M.P.,  announced 
that  some  few  years  ago  the  company  bought  800  acres  of 
land  at  Bromborough,  and  had  utilised  120  acres  for  them- 
selves, the  remainder  being  for  sale.  The  Bayer  Co.,  Ltd., 
of  Elberfeld,  had  now  purchased  24  acres  of  this  land,  and 
employment  would  be  found  for  several  thousand  people. 
The  place,  Mr.  Lever  said,  by  reason  of  its  maritime  posi- 
tion, its  proximity  to  the  salt-beds  of  Cheshire,  the  lime- 
stone of  North  Wales,  and  the  collieries  of  Lancashire, 
would  become  the  first  manufacturing-site  in  the  kingdom. 

The  "Berliner  Tageblatt"  points  out  that  thousands  of 
German  workmen  will  be  thrown  out  of  employment  by 
the  provision  in  the  new  Patents  Act,  saying  this 
"unreasonable  law  is  chiefly  directed  against  German 
trade,"  and  goes  on  to  remark  on  the  difficulty  of 
reconciling  "  this  prohibitive  measure  with  the  principles  of 
the  Liberals,  who  came  into  office  through  their  anti-Cham- 
berlain policy."  The  German  Government,  they  say,  will 
have  to  take  this  new  law  into  account  when  negotiations 
are  being  concluded  as  to  the  change  in  the  existing  com- 
mercial treaty  with  England. 

A  Revivifying  Influence. 

Last  Wednesday's  meeting  of  the  Manchester  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  (writes  a  correspondent  from  Cotton- 
opolis) brings  to  a  close  a  very  successful  winter  session. 
All  the  meetings  have  been  well  attended,  and  in  some  cases 
the  rooms  have  been  packed.  Many  new  members  have 
attended,  and  much  greater  interest  and  enthusiasm  have 
been  evinced  in  the  proceedings.  Some  of  this  increased 
interest  is  certainly  due  to  the  visit  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  to  Manchester  last  July.  The  various 
committee  meetings  brought  together  men  who  were  practi- 
cally unknown  to  each  other,  and  the  good  influence  has  not 
been  confined  to  Manchester. 

The  Fred  Reynolds  Memorial  Fund. 
A  meeting  of  the  committee  of  this  Fund  was  held  on 
March  17  at  the  Hotel  Metropole,  Leeds,  Dr.  W.  M.  Gabriel, 
of  Keighley,  presiding.  Others  present  were  Alderman 
J.  R.  Ford,  J. P.,  Mr.  Wm.  Harvey,  Mr.  Fred  White,  Mr. 
Westley-Newton,  Mr.  Stanley  Williamson,  Mr.  F.  B.  Teale, 
and  the  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  W.  H.  Scott).  It  was  reported 
that,  including  one  or  two  subscriptions  yet  to  be  paid  in,  the 
Fund  amounted  to  close  on  130Z.,  from  140  donors.  After 
discussion  in  view  of  instructions  from  the  inaugural  meet- 
ing, it  was  decided  to  invest  a  portion  of  the  money  in 
order  to  send  two  poor  children  for  a  fortnight's  country 
holiday  every  year  under  the  auspices  of  the  Leeds 
Children's  Summer  Holiday  Fund,  and  to  reserve  the 
balance,  pending  arrangements  now  in  progress,  for  the 
establishment  of  a  permanent  and  distinctive  memorial  in 
the  form  of  a  dormitory  extension  at  the  Arnside  Holiday 
Camp  on  the  shores  of  Morecambe  Bay,  managed  by  a 
kindred  association  in  Leeds.  As  the  Fund  cannot  come 
into  active  operation  till  the  summer  months,  the  committee 
feel  that  the  interval  spent  in  trying  to  secure  perma- 
nency for  their  scheme  will  not  be  time  wasted  ;  moreover, 
opportunity  will  be  given  those  friends  of  the  late  Mr. 
Reynolds  who  have  not  yet  heard  of  this  personal  tribute

Liverpool  Notes. 

It  is  common  gossip  in  town  that  another  well-known  man 
in  the  local  drug-trade  is  forsaking  the  drug-trade  proper 
and  transferring  his  services  to  chemicals.  It  had 
come  to  be  a  recognised  condition  that  "Mac"  had  per- 
manently pitched  his  tent  at  52  Great  Anne  Street;  but  it  is 
quite  evident  that  there  are  greater  pecuniary  attractions  in 
"metal  polish"  than  even  in  the  lordly  "  wholesale." 

The  Wirral  Peninsula  seems  to  be  regarded  as  a  "Tom 
Tiddler's  "  ground  for  starting  new  businesses,  particularly 
that  part  of  Birkenhead  situated  around  or  contiguous  to  the  j 
genteel  parts  of  Grange  or  Borough  Roads.  There  has  I 
lately  been  an  invasion  by  one  limited  company,  and  rumours 
are  current  of  the  coming  of  a  second  company,  limited  to 
two,  with  a  somnolent  financial  backing.  The  older  esta- 
blished chemists  must  long  for  a  Licensing  Act  to  regulate 
the  number  of  shops  allowed  to  deal  in  poisons. 

The  lecture  given  at  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association 
on  March  12  by  Mr.  Percy  Bean,  F.C.S.,  M.P.S.,  of  Man- 
Chester,  on  the  "Preliminary  Examination  of  Fats  and 
Oils  "  afforded  an  example  of  how  an  expert  in  a  special 
branch  of  research  may  possess  the  genius  of  investing  a 
technical  subject  with  the  charm  of  simplicity  in  expression. 
The  general  conversation  following  Mr.  Bean's  lecture 
testified  to  the  detached  position  which  chemists  occupy  in 
relation  to  the  great  manufacturing  interests  which  exist 
outside  the  fascia-plates  of  a  chemist's  shop.

Geological  Society,  the  Mineralogical  Society,  the  Royal  | 
Microscopical  Society,  the  Yorkshire  Geological  Society,  the  ; 
Yorkshire  Naturalists'  Union,  and  a  large  number  of  the 
staff  of  the  Sheffield  University. 

There  is  rather  a  good  joke  on  the  rounds  in  Sheffield.  A 
pharmacist  from  the  outlying  suburbs  meeting  a  fellow- 
craftsman  in  the  city  on  March  12,  remarked  on  the  fact  that 
he  had  not  seen  him  at  the  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  on  the  previous  evening.

The  claim  of  this 
association  on  behalf  of  the  farmers  of  Ireland  is,  he  said, 
ie  simple  one  of  giving  the  County  Councils  discretionary 
ower  to  license  unregistered  shopkeepers  for  the  sale  of 
oisonous  sheep-dips,  etc.,  whenever  it  is  considered  that  the 
Bquirements  of  any  particular  locality,  caused  by  the  non- 
xistence  of  chemists  in  a  district,  demand  that  facilities  .

&.  County  Court  Claim. 
At  the  Llanelly  County  Court  last  week,  before  Judge 
Bishop,  the  Comet  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Manchester, 
sued  Richard  Lane  for  7>l.  14s.  for  goods  supplied.  The 
claim  was  in  respect  to  the  supply  of  chemical  powders, 
which  defendant  contended  were  not  up  to  sample.

The  Fall  of  the  Facia.

The  Federation  Movement. 
The  proposed  formation  of  a  Federated  Chamber  of  Trade 
at  Cardiff,  the  movement  for  which  was  initiated  by  Mr. 
A.  Hagon,  ex-President  of  the  Cardiff  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation, was  again  discussed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Grocers'

the  Corporation  in  any  matters  which  may.  be  thought  to 
injuriously  affect  the  traders  of  the  City.  Some  discussion 
arose  as  to  who  was  to  be  the  President,  whereupon  a 
prominent  member  of  the  Grocers'  Association. expressed  the 
opinion  that  as  the  movement  was  started  by  the  chemists  and 
druggists  they  should  have  the  privilege  of  electing  the  first 
President.

The  Lorraine  Society  of  Pharmacy,  comprising  seventy- 
nine  members,  has  now  been  formally  affiliated  to  the 
General  Association  of  French  Pharmacists. 

The  General  Association. — The  annual  meeting  of  the> 
General  Association  of  French  Pharmacists  will  be  held  in 
Paris  at  the  end  of  April  next,  probably  on  the  29th,  at 
the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy. 

Medicated  Confectionery. — A  certain  number  of  Lille 
grocers  and  confectioners  have  been  prosecuted  by  the  local 
Pharmacists'  Association  for  the  sale  of  menthol  and  euca- 
lyptus lozenges.  Each  was  fined  201.,  but  they  have  appealed  i 
to  a  higher  Court. 

Assistant  Pharmacists. — The  Secretary's  annual  report, 
read  at  the  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Assistants'  Asso- 
ciation (Syndicat  de  Preparateurs  en  Pharmacie),  showed 
that  the  number  of  members  has  not  diminished,  and  the 
registry  office  or  employment  bureau  has  been  able  to  place 
almost  all  applicants,  in  spite  of  the  recent  crisis.  The 
Treasurer  announced  a  small  credit  balance  in  hand. 

The  Olive-tree  Fly. — The  "  Depeche  Coloniale"  states- 
that  the  olive-tree  fly  made  its  appearance  in  Southern  Tunis  ' 
last  January.  Energetic  steps  are  to  be  taken  to  stamp  out 
the  pest,  which  has  caused  such  ravages  in  certain  parts  of 
Italy  as  to  decide  the  population  to  abandon  olive-culture. 
The  fly  is  said  to  pierce  the  fruit  to  deposit  its  eggs;  the 
olive  falls  to  the  ground,  where  the  larvae  develop  and 
produce  a  new  myriad  of  flies. 

The  Wrong  Bottle. — It  is  stated  that,  owing  to  the 
negligence  of  a  pharmacist  at  Verberie,  Oise,  a  man  named 
Mahon  met  with  his  death  by  poisoning  last  week.  It 
appears  that  the  deceased  had  an  attack  of  influenza,  andi 
sent  a  child,  his  niece,  to  the  pharmacy  for  an  aperient.  1 
The  pharmacist,  being  occupied,  pointed  out  to  the  girl 
the  bottleto  take  from  the  counter;  but  it  is  now  said  that 
she  took  one  containing  poison,  which  her  uncle  drank 
with  fatal  results.  The  local  police  have  taken  the  matter 
in  hand. 

Disloyal  Competition. — A'case  of  disloyal  competition 
has  just  been  heard  at  Soissons,  in  which  the  Pharmacists' 
Syndicate  of  the  Aisne  Department  summoned  a  local  phar-  , 
macist  for  publishing  an  advertisement  reading  as  follows : 
Although  an  important  commercial  centre^  Soissons  pos- 
sessed no  commercial  pharmacy.    This  state  of  things  was 
much  to  the  prejudice  of  the  inhabitants,  as  well  as  to 
those  of  neighbouring  localities,  because  if  they  wanted 
fresh  and  active  medicaments  without  paying  fabulous, 
prices  they  were  obliged  to  procure  them  from  a  long  - 
distance  away. 

The  Syndicate  contend  that  this  statement  is  libellous  to  I 
the  other  pharmacists  of  Soissons,  and  claim  l,000f.  (40Z.)'. 
damages.  The  Judges  are  taking  three  weeks  to  consider  j 
their  verdict. 

Free  Serum.— The  statement  that  at  Marseilles  anti- 
diphtheritic  serum  is  supplied  free  to  whoever  demands  it 
hardly  appears  to  be  exaggerated.    M.  Yvon,  the  well-  , 
known  pharmacist,  who  left  his  officine  near  the  Banque  de 
France  to  supervise  this  branch  of  the  work  of  the  Pasteur 
Institute,  cited  hgures  (before  the  Commercial  Question.  , 
Committee  of  the  General  Association  of  French  Pharma-  j 
cists)  showing  that  more  phials  are  supplied  to  the  Bouches- 
du-Rhone  Prefecture  than  to  the  Prefecture  of  the  Seine, 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  population  of  Marseilles  is  about 
one-quarter  that  of  Paris.    On  the  other  hand,  the  number 
of  phials  yearly  sold  in  Marseilles  is  under  one  thousand,  j 
of  which  about  eight  hundred  are  ordered  by  shipping  com- 
panies.   Consequently,  in  that  city  of  about  half-a-million  . 
souls,  the  pharmacists  sell  some  two  hundred  half-crown  1 
phials  per  annum.    The  committee  pointed  out  to  M.  Yvon 
•that  this  is  a  grave  abuse.    He  concurred,  but  submitted 
that  the  Institut  Pasteur  is  powerless;  it  could  only  submit 
to  the  Prefect's  orders.    M.  Labussiere  thought  the  In- 
stitute might  at  least  call  the  attention  of  the  Minister  ot 
State  to  the  bookkeeping  of  this  department.    If  satisfac- 
tion were  not  obtained,  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  might 
be  petitioned  by  the  Association.     His  remarks  were  j 
generally  agreed  to.

TRANSVAAL  PHARMACY  BOARD. 

A  Meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  on  February  21  at  Johannes- 
burg, under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones,  M.L.A., 
others  present  being  Dr.  J.  van  Niekerk,  Messrs.  J.  H.  Din- 
woodie, J.  R.  Jones,  R.  Butters,  and  C.  Keir,  and  the  Secretary. 
A  resolution  was  passed  that  in  future  the  qualifying  examina- 
tion, in  addition  to  the  oral  and  practical  portions,  include 
a  written  examination,  the  time  to  be  given  to  each  paper 
to  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Examining  Board.  The  follow- 
ing were  appointed  to  constitute  the  Examining  Board  for 
1908  :  B.  Owen  Jones,  J.  H.  Dinwoodie,  R.  Butters,  J.  R. 
Jones,  C.  Keir,  and  Dr.  J.  van  Niekerk.  An  inquiry 
into  a  case  of  alleged  malpractice  by  a  chemist,  reported  by 
a  medical  practitioner  was  postponed  owing  to  the  non- 
appearance of  the  chemist  accused,  the  Secretary  being  in- 
structed to  take  the  necessary  legal  steps  to  enforce  his  attend- 
ance. A  letter  was  received  .from  the  Natal  Pharmacy  Board 
transmitting  a  copy  of  a  resolution  passed  by  that  Board  as 
to  the  desirability  of  promoting  a  reciprocal  recognition  of 
certificates  granted  by  the  Pharmacy  Boards  of  the  various 
South  African  Colonies.  It  was  decided  to  reply  that  the 
Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board  was  in  full  agreement  as  to  the 
desirability  of  bringing  about  a  reciprocal  recognition  of 
certificates,  and  was  prepared  to  discuss  any  scheme  having 
for  its  foundation  an  identical 'standard  of  training  and 
examination.  It  was  also  decided  that  a  sub-committee  be 
formed  to  go  into  the  whole  matter  and  report  to  the  Board. 

A  list  of  permits  to  import  opium  recommended  since  last 
meeting  was  confirmed.  A  letter  was  received  from  the 
Assistant  Colonial  Secretary  stating  that  as  none  of  the  sug- 
gested amendments  of  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Ordinance 
recommended  by  the  Board  were  of  an  urgent  nature,  and 
as  the  time  was  inopportune  for  effecting  an  amendment  of 
the  Ordinance  in  question,  the  Colonial  Secretary  had  de- 
cided to  take  no  further  action  in  the  matter  for  the  present. 
The  President  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that,  although 
caustic  soda  had  been  declared  a  poison  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Act,  it  was  still  being  sold  by  unregistered  persons, 
and  without  any  of  the  statutory  precautions  being  observed. 
In  view  of  the  large  number  of  cases  reported  recently  of 
caustic-soda  poisoning,  some  of  which  had  proved  fatal,  he 
thought  that  in  the  interests  of  public  safety  steps  should 
be  at  once  taken  to  warn  those '  persons  1  infringing  the  law. 
It  was1  decided  that  attention  be  drawn  to  the  matter  through 
the  Fre^ss  and  by  means  of  letters  addressed  to  the  Chambers 
of  Commerce  and  Trade.  ,

The  Chairman  is  elected  annually, 
id  last  week  the  choice  fell  on  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson, 
emist  and  druggist,  and  past  President  of  the  Pharma- 
utical  Society.    The  London  County  Council  has  come 
be  regarded  as  the  nursery  of  the  British  Parliament, 
many  of  its  members  having  become  M.P.s.    We  men- 
>n  this  to  bring  in  the  fact  that  Mr.  Idris,  M.P., 
other  chemist  and  druggist,  was  until  his  election  to 
irhament  a  member  of  the  London  Countv  Council,  and 
mour  has  it  that  Mr.  Robinson  will  turn  his  eyes  to 
estminster  when  the  omens  are  favourable  to  his  party, 
r.  Robinson  is  in  business  in  Brompton  Road,  S.W., 
;d  at  Tunbridge  Wells,  and  was  for  some  twenty  months 
esident  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.    His  term  of 
<  ice  was  distinguished  by  the  businesslike  manner  in 
uch  the^  Society's  meetings    were    conducted.  The 
-mthly  Council  meetings  began  punctually  to  time — a 
ng  that  had  never  happened  before  and  has  never  hap- 
Jtied  since  he  resigned  the  position  of  President,  so  as 
j  be  able  to  devote  more  time  to  public  work  on  the 
ndon  County  Council.    One  of  our  staff  spent  an  af  ter- 
«pn  at  the  County  Hall  this  week,  with  a  view  to  observ- 
|  how  a  chemist  and  druggist  can  fit  such  an  important

'  uncil.    By  virtue  of  his  natural  aptitude,  and  perhaps

It  Mr.  Robinson  fits  the  position  "as  to  the  manner 
ii  v  The  County  Hall>  J'ust  off  Trafalgar  Square,  has 
s  fell-lighted  and  conveniently  arranged  council  chamber, 
•le  decorations  are  in  sage  green,  with  marone  upholstery 


on  the  benches,  which  latter  are  arranged  in  a  horseshoe 
shape  before  the  Chairman's  rostrum.  The  scene  is  some- 
what reminiscent  of  the  House  of  Commons,  with  the 
exception  of  the  arrangement  of  the  benches,  the  Chair- 
man occupying  the  Speaker's  chair  and  having  in  front 
of  him  the  Clerk  and  his  assistants.    The  system  of 
dividing  is  also  like  that  of  the  Mother  of  Parliaments, 
the  "  Ayes  "  and  "  Noes  "  lobbies  being  on  opposite  sides 
of  the  Chairman.    The  resemblance  to  the  House  of  Com- 
mons extends  also  to  the  positions  of  the  Press  gallery 
and  the  public  gallery.    It  was  as  a  member  of  the  public 
that  a  C.  &  D.  man  took  his  seat  just  before  the  hour 
of  meeting  last  Tuesday.    The  members'  benches  below 
were  deserted,  but  at  2.30  a  vigorous  ringing  of  the 
division  bells  had  the  effect  of  starting  a  slowly  moving 
stream  of  humanity  in  the  direction  of  the  council  cham- 
ber.   Mr.  Robinson  was  one  of  the  first  to  appear,  smil- 
ing and  shaking  hands  with  some  occupants  of  the  dis- 
tinguished strangers'  gallery.    The  Clerk  of  the  Council 
and  his  assistants  were  in  their  places  exactly  to  time,  and 
two  minutes  afterwards  the  Chairman,  mounting  to  his 
chair  called  out,  "  Order  !  order  !  "    At  first  it  was  diffi- 
cult to  follow  the  proceedings  owing  to  the  conversation 
that  was  going  on  all  over  the  chamber — indeed,  one  of 
the  members,  when  asked  to  speak  up,  retorted  that  if  the 
other  Councillors  would  stop  talking  he  would  be  heard. 
It  was  an  interesting  fact  that  one  of  the  first  speakers 
was  the  other  chemist  member  of  the  Council — Lieut.-Col. 
Clifford  Probyn — who,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  standing  orders, 
presented  a   petition,  signed  by 
himself  and  twenty  other  mem- 
bers, praying  that  the  resolution 
passed  by  the  Council  on  March  3. 
deciding  to  take  no  official  part  in 
the  Franco-British  Exhibition,  hi 
rescinded,  and  that  it  be  referred 
to  the   General    Purposes  Com- 
mittee to  bring  up  a  report  on 
the  subject  immediately.    A  long 
debate  took  place  on  a  report  of 
a  committee  on  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Poor  Laws.  Many 
amendments  were  moved  to  the  report.    It  was  interesting 
to  watch  the  Chairman  counting  hands  when  any  question 
was  voted  on.    Standing  up,  he  first  quickly  counted  the 
opposition  side   and  then   his  own   side,    and  declared 
that  the  amendment  was  lost.      This  was  generally  the 
case,  but  now  and  then,  when  the  figures  were  rather 
close,  a  division  would  be  challenged  by  the  members 
rising   in   their   places.     This   meant   that   the  Coun- 
cillors  were   to   record    their   votes    by    going   to  the 
separate  lobbies,  tellers  being  appointed  as  in  the  House 
of    Commons.     A    division    took    about    ten  minutes, 
the  Chairman  remaining  in  the  chair.  Mr.  Crooks,  M.P., 
came  in  during  the  debate.     It  was  his  first  appear- 
ance since  his  illness,   and  he  had  a  warm  reception 
from   both  sides  of  the  chamber.     The  meeting  was 
a  long  one  on  the  day  in  question — it  went  on  till 
midnight — but  the  length  was  not  in  any  way  due  to 
dilatoriness  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Robinson,  who  did  his 
part  well  in  keeping  the  members  to  the  business  in  hand. 
"Order!  order!    Turn  to  page  8,  please,"  was  the  sort 
of  thing  that  one  heard  as  soon  as  the  Council  had  re- 
turned from  a  division.    We  hope  that  Mr.  Robinson's 
reign  will  be  one  of  credit  to  London,  as  it  is  an  honour 
to  the  craft  to  which  he  belongs.

The  Queen  and  the  Cash-register. — Queen  Alexandra, 
accompanied  by  the  Empress  Marie  and  the  Princess  Victoria, 
visited  the  Union  Jack  Club  on  Tuesday,  and  while  inspecting 
it  noticed  that  "noggins"  of  whisky  are  served  in  sealed 
bottles.  As  it  was  St.  Patrick's  day  the  Queen  took  a 
"  noggin "  of  Irish  as  a  souvenir,  and  the  Empjess  and 
Princess  took  Scotch  whisky.  On  reaching  the  exit-hall  the 
Queen,  the  Empress,  and  the  Princess  insisted  on  paying  for 
their  "  noggins,"  and  incidentally  had  an  explanation  of  the 
working  of  the  National  cash-register,  which  not  only  records 
the  department  in  which  the  purchase  is  made,  the  amount 
of  the  outlay,  and  the  identity  of  the  operator  taking  the 
money,  but  delivers  a  printed  receipt  for  delivery  to  the  pur- 
chaser. Their  Majesties  and  the  Princess  took  the  receipts 
for  their  twopences. 
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High  Court  Cases. 

Cash-carriers. 
The  case  of  the  British  Cash  and  Parcel  Conveyors,  Ltd., 
v.  the  Lamson  Store  Service  Co.,  LtcL,  which  was  reported 
in  the  C.  <L-  D.,  October  19,  1907,  p.  606  (when  Mr. 
William  Mason,  of  Taylor's  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  a  witness), 
came  before  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  March  16,  the  defen- 
dants having  appealed  against  Mr.  Justice  Ridley's  judg- 
ment restraining  them  from  maintaining  any  action  between 
the  plaintiffs  and  any  other  person.  It  appeared  that 
traders  had  discarded  plaintiffs'  cash-carrying  system  in 
favour  of  defendants'  in  breach  of  their  agreements.  Their 
Lordships  now  held  that  the  defendants  had  a  commercial 
irterest  which  fully  justified  the  indemnities  or  guarantees 
which  they  had  given,  and  allowed  the  appeal,  entering 
judgment  for  the  defendants,  with  costs. 

The  Bile  Beans  Litigation. 
In  the  Court  of  Session,  Edinburgh,  on  Wednesday, 
March  18,  Lord  Salvesen  heard  junior  counsel  on  the  ques- 
tion of  the  issues  to  be  submitted  to  the  jury  in  the  trial  of 
the  action  by  George  Graham  Davidson,  trading  under  the 
firm-name  of  Davidson  &  Co.,  14  Queen  Street,  and  having 
a  shop  at  1  Earl  Grey  Street,  Edinburgh,  against  C.  E. 
Fulford,  Ltd.,  Greek  Street,  Leeds,  claiming  10,000/.  as 
damages  for  alleged  slander,  which  arose  out  of  an  action 
of  interdict  which  the  present  defenders  took  against  him 
in  the  same  court  in  1905,  in  connection  with  the  sale  of 
their  Bile  Beans  for  Biliousness  and  in  which  he  was  suc- 
cessful in  the  Outer  and  Inner  Houses.  He  complains  that 
in  that  action  the  statements  made  were  calumnious  and 
malicious,  and  that  they  reflected  on  him  in  the  conduct  of 
his  business,  and  he  maintains  that  the  defenders  are  re- 
sponsible for  these  statements.  Fv  ~ther,  he  complains  that 
after  they  had  withdrawn  the  appeal  to  the  House  of  Lords 
they  got  their  canvassers  to  take  means  to  stop  the  sale  of 
pursuer's  Bile  Beans  in  England,  and  induced  his  customers 
to  break  their  contracts  with  him,  and  that  they  represented 
to  these  customers  that  although  the  pursuer  had  guaranteed 
them  against  the  consequences  of  selling  his  Bile  Beans,  his 
guarantee  was  worthless,  etc.  The  defenders  say  they  were 
not  the  authors  of  the  averments  complained  of  and  assumed 
no  liability  for  them,  and  that  that  action  was  raised  in 
vindication  of  what  they  considered  to  be  their  legitimate 
rights.  They  deny  that  they  made  any  such  representations 
to  customers  as  pursuer  alleges.  Three  issues  were  sub- 
mitted for  his  Lordship's  approval.  Mr.  MacMillan 
addressed  the  Court  for  the  defenders,  and  Mr.  Gillon  for 
the  pursuer.  In  the  course  of  argument,  his  Lordship  said 
that  most  of  the  transactions  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
are  conducted  on  the  principle  of  what  he  might  call  trap 
sales.  He  indicated  that  at  present  his  feeling  was  that 
none  of  the  statements  on  the  record  could  be  amended  at 
all.  On  the  other  hand,  he  thought  the  statement  which 
was  far  more  important  was  one  about  the  House  of  Lords 
matter,  and  he  desired  to  hear  Mr.  Clyde,  K.C.,  for  the 
defenders,  and  Mr.  Morrison,  K.C.,  for  the  pursuer,  in 
regard  to  this.  Accordingly  the  arguments  of  the  senior 
counsel  were  heard  on  Thursday,  and  his  Lordship  reserved 
judgment. 


Merchandise=marks  Act,  1887. 

White-lead. 

At  Birmingham  Police  Court  on  March  17,  Messrs.  Docker 
Bros.,  Ltd.,  varnish-manufacturers,  were  summoned  for 
applying  a  false  trade  description  to  two  kegs  purporting 
to  contain  white-lead.  Mr.  Bartlett,  prosecuting  on  behalf 
of  the  White-lead  Corroders'  Section  of  the  London  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  said  the  white-lead  was  used  for  paint, 
and  was  originally  manufactured  in  the  form  of  powder. 
The  powdered  lead  was  taken  by  grinders,  mixed  with  oil. 
and  then  sent  out  for  commercial  purposes  in  a  solid  state. 
Barytes  was  sometimes  legitimately  mixed  with  white-lead 
for  certain  purposes,  such  as  stopping  leakwge.T  in  pipes, 
etc.,  and  when  it  was  so  mixed  the  mixture  was  described 
as  white-lead  reduced.  An  order  was  received  by  the 
defendant  company  from  the    Tramway   Department  of 


Walsall  for  the  supply  of  2  cwt.  of  white-lead  in  oil,  and 
on  their  invoice  the  defendants  described  the  article  they 
supplied  as  "  best  white-lead  in  oil."  The  Tramway  Depart- 
ment, having  reason  to  think  the  stuff  was  not  good,  sent 
it  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  be  analysed,  when  the 
substance  was  found  to  contain  32  per  cent,  of  barytes. 
After  hearing  counsel  for  the  defence,  the  Magistrates  said 
they  thought,  under  the  circumstances,  there  was  some 
mitigation.  They  had  made  allowance  for  this,  and  de- 
fendants would  have  to  pay  5/.,  with  5/.  5s.  costs. 
Port. 

At  Clerkenwell  Police  Court  on  March  17,  Lipton's,  Ltd., 
were  summoned,  at'  the  instance  of  the  Port  Wine  Shippers' 
Association, "  for  unlawfully  applying  a  certain  false  trade 
description  of ; ;  port  contrary  to  the  Act.  /  There  was  a 
big  array  of  counsel  on  both. sides,  and  experts  had  given 
evidence  at 'that  and  at  a  previous  hearing  , that  "port" 
properly  designated  was  the  product  of  the  province  of 
Douro,  in  Portugal,  shipped  at  Oporto,  and  that  all  other 
ports  should  be  differentiated  by  their  geographical  origin. 
After  hearing-Mr.  C.  F.  Gill,  K.C.,  for  the  defence,  the 
Magistrate  (Mr.  Bros)  said  the  view  he  took  was  that  port 
wine  was  a  prima  facie  wine  from  Oporto,  and  that  if  it  did 
not  come  from  Oporto  the  country  of  origin  should'be  clearly 
stated. ,  The:  question  really  was  whether  the  label  and 
the  capsule  were  so  connected  as  to  leave  no  doubt  as  to  what 
the  bottle  contained.  On  that  point  the  18th  Section  of 
the  Act  clearly  directed  him  that  this  should  be  so.  If  he ' 
made  a  suggestion,  it  would  be  that  the  label  on;the  bottom 
of  the  bottle  (produced)  should  bear  the  words  "  Produce 
from  Spain,"  or  "  Spanish  Port"  on  the  capsule.  A  fine 
was  imposed  of;  five  guineas,  and  costs. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Two  Fines. 

At  the  Rotherliam  County  Court  on  March  17,  before ' 
Judge  Denham  Benson,  Mr.  Richard  Bremridge,  on  behalf 
of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  sued  B.  B.  Briggs,  of  7  Church  Street,  Rotherham, 
for  penalties  amounting  to  10?.  for  having,  on  December  9, 
1907,  sold,  and  kept  open  shop  for  the  sale  of,  a  compound 
of  poison — to  wit,  morphine — and  for  having  taken,  used, 
or  exhibited  the  name  or  title  of  chemist.  Mr.  F.  W. 
Scorah,  of  Messrs.  Arthur  Neal  &  Co.,  Sheffield,  appeared 
for  the  plaintiff,  and  an  order  was  made  for  the  payment 
of  the  amount  and  costs  by  consent  of  the  defendant,  whc 
aid  not  appear. 


County  Court  Cases. 

An  Order  Made. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Friday,  the  United 
Chemical  Works,  Ltd.,  sought  to  enforce  payment  of  21.  2s 
due  from  Mr.  A.  H.  Hathaway,  trading  as  Hathaway i 
Stores,  Brewer  Street,  Pimlico,  for  chemicals  supplied  id 
the  ordinary  way  of  his  business.    Defendant  offered  pay 
ment  of  5s.  a  month.    He  said  he  had  a  lot  of  other  judg  ' 
ments  against  him.    The  Court  made  an  order  for  the  pay 
ment  of  10s.  a  month.

The  case  of  Weston  &  Westall  v.  Burford  again  came  befor*

Bankruptcy  IReport. 

Be  William  Longwood  Fewster,  formerly  ir >  ^sinese  a 
Westtown,  Dewsbury,  Chemist  and  Druggist.-At  V*™™. 
County  Court  on  March  11  application  was  made  0 
Judge  Gent  for  modification  of  a  condition  in  the orw 
discharge.    In  1903  an  order  was  made  granting  the  oem 
immediate  discharge  subject  to  judgment  being  « 
against  him  for  70*.,  but  there  was  no  reasonable  P™°au, 
of  the  debtor  being  able  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  oru  , 
Counsel  explained  to  the  Judge  that .Mr.  Fewster ■  was  . 
chemist,  formerly  carrying  on  business  in  Hudaersneiu 
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/esttown,  Dewsbury,  and  he  bought  the  property  he  occupied 
)ine  years  ago.  His  failure  was  piincipally  due  to  the  fact

Gbe  Week's  poisonings. 


2EVEN  suicides  and  four  fatalities  by  misadventure 
J   were  caused  during  the  past  week  by  poisons.  One 
lisadventure  was  at  Upper  Holloway,  where  Ernest  John 
Sale  (43),  a  railway  clerk,  took  sulphonal  tablets  in  over- 
[ose  to  cure  insomnia. — The  cresoline  misadventure  is  re- 
erred  to  elsewhere  in  this  issue. — Elizabeth  Draper  (70), 
If  Scarrington,  had  been  taking  laudanum  for  fifty  years, 
he  used  to  take  1  oz.  or  2  oz.  per  week,  and  she  ultimately 
ied  from  an  overdose. — The  same  narcotic  in  overdose 
aused  the  death  of  Nellie  Rix  (27),  of  Retford.    The  girl 
ad  been  in  bad  health  and  could  not  sleep.    She  obtained 
mall  quantities  of  laudanum  from  the  shop  of  Mr.  E.  R. 
'ater,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  The  Square,  and  from 
Soots'  establishment  in  Carolgate,  and  took  the  whole  in 
ne  dose.— Margaret  Griffin  (50),  of  Scotshouse,  co.  Mona- 
han,  misunderstood  the  directions  on  a  bottle  of  liniment, 
nd  drank  it  instead  of  applying  it  to  her  sore  leg.  She 
ied  in  great  agony.— Henry  Gowler  (22),  a  Wood  Green 
arman,  and  his  sweetheart  Florence  Cook  (21),  determined 
o  commit  suicide  together.    They  each  took  salt  of  lemon, 
nd  the  man  died  subsequently  in  Edmonton  Hospital,  but 
he  girl  is  recovering.— A  mixture  of  salt  of  lemon  and 
xalic  acid  was  taken  by  Mary  Kate  Dashwood  (24),  of 
'troud  Green,   with  fatal  effect.— Oxalic  acid  was  the 
oison  selected  by  James  Gamlin  (61),  a  Camberwell  joiner, 
ut  of  work,  and  by  Hannah  Eliza  Howard  (54),  of 
Valworth.    At  the  inquest  on  the  latter  Dr.  Ticehurst,  of 


Guy's  Hospital,  said  that  now  they  always  give  an  antidote 
in  cases  of  corrosive  poisoning  instead  of  trying  to  scour 
the  stomach  out.  Carbonate  of  soda  is  usually  given,  and 
the  recoveries  are  found  to  be  in  excess  of  those  from 
the  other  method. — Prussic  acid,  or  potassium  cyanide,  was 
taken  by  Henry  Crowther,  an  Exeter  watchmaker,  and  by 
Stephen  Smith  (45),  a  Bristol  hairdresser.

(From  our  Parliamentary  Representatives.) 


The  Joint  Committee. 

Just  before  the  adjournment  of  the  House  of  Lords  on 
Wednesday  evening  Lord  Denman,  in  the  absence  of  the 
Earl  of  Crewe,  formally  moved  : 

That  a  Committee  of  five  lords  be  appointed  to  join  with 
a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  to  consider  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 

That  the  lords  following  be  named  of  the  Committee  : 
Lord  Saltoun,  Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley,  Lord  Lawrence,. 
Lord  Monk-Bretton,  Lord  Haversham. 

That  such  Committee  have  power  to  agree  with  the- 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  in  the  appointment 
of  a  chairman. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to  without  discussion,  and  the  House 

ordered  as  follows  : 

That  such  Committee  have  power  to  agree  with  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  House  of  Commons  in  the  appointment  of  a. 
chairman  :  Then  a  message  was  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the 
House  of  Commons  to  acquaint  then?  therewith,  and  to 
request  them  to  appoint  five  members  of  that  House  to  be 
joined  with  the  said  Committee  pursuant  to  the  resolution 
of  this  House  of  the  5th  instant  and  to  the  message  of  the- 
House  of  Commons  of  Thursday  last  signifying  their  con- 
currence in  the  said  resolution. 

It  is  understood  that  Lord  Haversham  is  to  be 
Chairman  of  the  Committee.  The  Commons'  members 
named  for  the  Committee  are  Mr.  Atherley  Jones, 
Mr.  Godfrey  Baring,  Sir  John  Batty  Tuke,  Mr.  t.  H.  W. 
Idris,  and  Mr.  Vincent  Kennedy.  The  formal  agreement  to 
the  Commons  selection  has  still  to  be  recorded,  but  nego- 
tiations have  been  proceeding  for  some  time,  and  the  matter 
will  come  before  the  House  of  Commons  on  Monday. 

Pharmacy  Bill. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Wednesday  afternoon, 
March  18,  Mr.  Richard  Winfrey,  M.P.,  introduced  a  Bil}' 
to  amend  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  and  the  second  reading  was 
formally  fixed  for  Tuesday  next.  The  Bill,  which  is  the  one 
which  has  been  adopted  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  is 
backed  by  Mr.  Idris,  Mr.  Henniker-Heaton,  Mr.  Gulland, 
Mr.  Remnant,  Mr.  Dobson,  Mr.  Cowan,  Mr.  Crooks,  Mr. 
Vickerman  Rutherford,  and  Mr.  Ellis  Griffith.  The- 
backers  of  last  year's  Bill  included  Mr.  F.  E.  Smith,  Mr. 
Gibbs,  and  Mr.  O'Malley,  whose  places  are  now  taken  by 
Mr.  Dobson  (Liberal  member  for  Plymouth)  and  Mr. 
Vickerman  Rutherford  (Liberal  member  for  the  Brentford" 
Division  of  Middlesex).  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
latter  is  a  medical  practitioner.  He  is  a  M.A.  and  M.B.  of 
Cambridge,  and  holds  also  the  Scotch  triple  qualification. 
He  is  medical  officer  of  the  electrical  light  and  a;-ray  de- 
partments of  St.  John's  Hospital  for  Diseases  of  the  Skin, 
and  is  an  authority  on  temperance  questions.  He  is  in 
practice  in  Wimpole  Street  as  well  as  in  Hampstead.  In 
conversation  with  our  Lobby  representative  on  Wednesday 
evening,  Mr.  Winfrey,  after  explaining  that  his  Bill  is  the 
official  one  which  had  been  drawn  and  drafted  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council,  said  the  object  in  introducing  it 
was'to  get  it  read,  if  possible,  a  second  time,  so  that  it  may 
be  referred  to  the  Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses. 

Herb  and  Botanic  Beers. 
Replying  to  Mr.  Staveley-Hill  in  a  printed  answer,  Mr. 
Asquith  has  given  interesting  information  regarding  the 
number  of  samples  of  temperance  drinks  analysed  in  the 
Government  Laboratory,  and  the  results.  In  1905,  out  of 
1,011  samples  of  brewed  botanic  beers  and  the  like,  361 
exceeded  the  legal  limit  of  2  per  cent,  proof  spirit,  233  were 
between  2  and  3  per  cent.,  78  between  3  and  4  per  cent., 
42  between  4  and  6  per  cent.,  and  8  over  6  per  cent.,  the 
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highest  being  a  ginger-beer  which  contained  8.3  per  cent, 
of  proof  spirit.  In  1906  matters  were  worse  :  out  of  924 
samples  examined  349  were  above  the  legal  limit,  248 
between  2  a-nd  3  per  cent.,  58  between  3  and  4  per  cent., 
35  between  4  and  6  per  cent.,  and  8  over  6  per  cent.,  the 
highest  again  being  ginger-beer,  9.5  per  cent.  In  1907 
more  samples  were  taken— viz.,  1,133 — of  which  422  were 
above  the  limit,  306  being  between  2  and  3  per  cent., 
71  between  3  and  4  per  cent.,  37  between  4  and  6  per  cent., 
and  8  over  that,  herb-beer  10.5  per  cent.,  and  dandelion 
stout,  12.3  per  cent.,  being  the  highest.  From  April  1, 
1907,  to  March  10,  1908,  the  number  of  samples  examined 
was  1,079,  of  which  417  were. above  the  limit,  298  of  them 
between  2  and  3  per  cent.,  81  between  3  and  4  per  cent., 
32  between  4  and  6  per  cent.,  and  6  over  6  per  cent.,  a  herb- 
beer  containing  8.5  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit  being  the 
highest. 

Sunday  Closixg  Bill. 
Lord  Avebury's  Bill  for  the  Sunday  Closing  of  Shops  was 
read  a  second  time  in  the  House  of  Lords  on  March  17.  It 
will  not  interfere  with  the  sale  of  refreshments,  medicines, 
milk  and  cream,  newspapers,  tobacco  (in  the  hours  during 
which  public-houses  were  open),  and,  in  the  morning  hours, 
bread,  fish,  vegetables,  fruit  and  cooked  meat.

In  reply  to  the  toast 
of  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society,"  given  by  the  Chairman, 
Mr.  Rymer  Young  assured  his  audience  that  being  a 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  is  not  an  easy  task. 
With  regard  to  the 

Pharmacy  Bill, 
he  said  that  as  it  stood  it  did  not  represent  in  one 
manner  the  Bill  he  would  like  to  have  passed. 
He  was  not  satisfied  with  anything  so  sparse  as 
the  Bill  is.  Little  progress  had  been  made  during 
the  past  few  years.  Their  proposals  had  never  been 
within  measurable  distance  of  being  considered.  They  had 
absolutely  been  out  of  court  the  whole  time.  It  is 
not  only  necessary  to  consider  that  which  is  right  or  reason- 
able, and  to  do  justice  to  themselves,  but  to  look  at  the 
matter  from  other  positions.  It  is  scarcely  possible 
to  devise  a  Bill  from  their  own  point  of  view  that  would 
concede  in  generosity  that  which  they  desired.  It  seemed, 
to  him  that  they  should  not  study  so  much  what  they  de- 
sire, but  what  is  expedient  and  what  is  possible.  Having 
expressed  the  opinion  that  the  directorate  clause  is  impos- 
sible, Mr.  Young  confessed  that  the  Bill  is  capable  of 
amendment,  and  he  explained  each  of  its  provisions,  adding 
that  he  did  not  fear  any  examination  relative  to  the 
pharmacy  laws.  The  position  at  present  is  intolerable,  and 
he  was  glad  to  say  that  the  Bill  was  gaining  in  strength, 
and  they  had  not  had  a  single  signed  objection  raised 
against  it,  He  had  put  his  hand  to  the  Bill,  and  he  felt 
keenly  the  trust  which  they  and  others  had  put  upon  him. 
and  so  long  as  he  retained  that  trust  he  should  put  al 
the  power  he  could  into  his  efforts  to  obtain  successful 
results.     (Applause.)  .

The  Question  of  the  Faculty 

into    which    we    are    to  be 
'  relegated  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh  opens  an  amusing 
situation,  and  Mr.  Dott  shows  that  the  Privy  Council  have, 
-  perhaps  unintentionally,  emphasised  the  complication  by 
j  applying  to  the  General  Medical  Council  for  advice  upon 
■  it.  The  innocence  which  characterises  that  inquiry  is  almost 
:  too  Garden-of-Eden-y   to  be  credited  to   Mr.  Almeric 
FitzRoy.    He  may  have  read  the  speeches  which  representa- 
tive physicians  make  at  our  dinners  or  on  ceremonial  occa- 
!  sions,  when  they  assure  us  how  they  love  and  admire  us,  and 
I  generously  proclaim  that  they  and  we  are  complementary 
associates  in  the  blessed  art  of  healing.    But  Mr.  FitzRoy 
must  have  learned,  as  we  have,  that  those  brotherly  senti- 
ments are  for  evening  consumption  only.    No  sane  pharma- 
I  cist  takes  them  so  seriously  as  to  expect  to  be  welcomed 
the  next  day  into  their  "  faculty  "  on  equal  terms.  Probably 
our  own  catholicity  is  not  far  in  advance  of  that  of  our 
medical  friends.    Did  we  not  officially  oppose  the  grant  of 
a  Charter  to  the  herbalists  not  long  ago  ?    But  what  is  to 
become  of  us  ?  The  University  of  Edinburgh  wants  to  teach 
pharmacy,  and  the  crowd  would  have  supposed  that  it  could 
have  done  so  without  the  consent  of  Mr.  Almeric  FitzRoy ; 
but  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  that  gentleman  can  at  least 
keep  us  out  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine;  if  so,  it  may  be 
supposed  that  he  can  equally  veto  our  admission  to 

The  Faculty  of  Science. 

The  body  to  be  consulted  on  this 
question  is  obviously  the  Royal  Society,  and  it  will  be  gross 
ingratitude  on  the  part  of  that  distinguished  association  if 
they  also  present  their  learned  cold  shoulders  towards  us, 
for  it  is  on  record  that  ten  years  before  Charles  II.  gave 
them  a  Charter  the  doctors  and  other  promoters  of  science 
who  founded  the  Society  were  glad  to  meet  in  the  back 
parlour  of  an  Oxford  apothecary  and  borrow  his  drugs, 
chemicals,  and  apparatus  for  their  experiments.  But  science 
[  has  become  an  important  business  since  then,  and  jealousy 
may  have  settled  in  the  august  bosoms  which  gather  at 
Burlington  House.  What  would  be  the  third  alternative  ? 
It  may  be  illustrated  by  an  anecdote.  Mr.  George  Russell 
in  his  last  collection  of  sketches,  entitled  "A  Pocketful  of 
I  Sixpences,"  tells  an  amusing  story  of  a  Lord  Albemarle  who 
)  was  Master  of  the  Horse  when  Queen  Victoria  began  her 
>  reign.  Lord  Albemarle  claimed  the  right  of  riding  inside 
,  the  royal  coach  with  the  Queen,  and  her  Majesty  objected. 
!  The  Master  of  the  Horse  appealed  to  the  Duke  of  Welling- 
ton, who  expounded  the  etiquette  of  the  position  thus  : 
: "  The  Queen  can  let  you  ride  inside  the  coach  or  outside 
the  coach,  or  make  you  run  behind  the  coach,  like  a  tinker's 
dog,  if  she  chooses."  It  is  necessary  to  add  that  the  parallel 
J  fails  when  applied  to  pharmacy  and  the  several  faculties, 
because  we  have  not  asked  to  be  received  into  either  ot 
them. 

The  Chemist's  Apprentice 

who  once  considered  it  a  privilege 
to  pay  a  handsome  premium  to  the  firms  who  were  graciously 
willing  to  accept  his  money  and  his  services,  has  disappeared 
1  completely.    It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  gilded  youths  of 
)  last  century  who  thus  bought  the  right  to  work  at  phar- 
jimacy  had  no  cause  to  repent  their  bargains.    As  the  pre- 
|  maims  dried  up,  English  pharmacists  put  on  virtuous  airs 
and  announced  that  they  did  not  take  apprentices  in  their 
refined   establishments,    but   an   abundant   provision  of 
chemists  of  the  future  seemed  for  a  long  time  to  be 


ensured  from  Scotland  and  the  North  of  England,  where  tl 
the  outdoor  system  of  apprenticeship  had  prevailed  from  / 
time  immemorial.  ,  Everybody  knows  that  even  this  supply  ; 
has  been  closiiTg~~up  during  the  past  twenty  years,  and  in 
this  journal  particularly  the  prospect  of  a  very  appreciable 
insufficiency  of  qualified  chemists  has  often  been  discussed. 
It  will  have  been  noted  that  representative  Edinburgh 
chemists  have  been  conferring  with  the  School  Board  of 
that  city  on  this  subject  of  apprenticeship,  and  that  a 
sympathetic  professor  has  told  them  they  must  offer  better 
terms.  Quite  recently,  too,  a  London  chemist  showed  me 
a  letter  he  had  had  from  the  Secretary  of  a  London  appren- 
ticeship association,  which  seeks  to  provide  careers  for  lads 
as  they  leave  school.  I  am  not  sure  of  the  name  of  the 
Association,  but  I  recollect  that  Lord  Avebury  was  con- 
nected with  it.  The  Secretary's  letter  was  in  reply  to  an 
inquiry  whether  the  Association  could  furnish  the  chemist 
with  an  apprentice,  stating  terms  which  seemed  liberal.  He 
said  he  would  register  the  inquiry,  but  he  did  not  think 
he  would  bs  likely  to  find  anyone^ -£©*,-  he  said, 
"Your  Business  is  not  Popular 

Why  is  the  chemist's  busi- 
ness not  popular?  Mainly,  perhaps,  for  the  reason  that 
it  does  not  promise  a  short  cut  to  fortune.  The  twentieth- 
century  lad  starts  life  with  a  lot  of  ambition.  Andrew 
Carnegie  has  probably  been  held  up  to  him  at  school  as  a 
shining  example,  and  he  correctly  decides  that  there  is  no 
Skibo  Castle  at  the  end  of  a  pharmaceutical  career.  He 
wants  something  with  more  gamble  in  it  than  the  chemist's 
business.  We  know,  too,  and  perhaps  the  youth's  parents 
have  found  out,  that  this  trade  has  been  the  particular 
sport  of  the  capitalist  storekeeper.  A  drug  department 
gives  a  useful  tone  to  the  grocery  or  drapery  emporium, 
and  perhaps  at  the  same  time  a  little  more  than  pays  its 
way.  Consequently  the  prospect  of  a  fairly  competent 
independency  for  the  qualified  chemist  is  narrowing  year 
by  year.  Add  to  these  objections  the  most  obvious  one  of 
all — that  the  chemist's  apprentice  gets  a  lot  less  chance  of 
cricket  and  football  than  his  friend  the  clerk — and  the 
question  why  the  business  is  not  popular  is  about  answered. 

No  more  Pills 

or  any  other  medicine,  used  to  be  the  headline 
of  a  popular  advertisement  some  thirty  years  ago.  That 
prophecy  failed,  perhaps  because  people  did  not  take  enough 
R6valenta  Arabica.  Mr.  Woolcock  associates  the  same  fore- 
cast apparently  with  an  extended  employment  of  vaccines, 
serums,  and  inoculations  generally.  That  is  the  future 
prognosticated  for  the  poor  wretches  who  will  be  running 
this  globe  in  the  twenty-first  century.  Like  the  Morticoles 
sketched  by  Ernest  Daudet,  they  are  to  spend  their  early 
years  in  absorbing  a  full  range  of  diseases,  and  then  be  kept 
absolutely  submissive  to  their  medical  tyrants  for  the  rest 
of  their  days.  Plato,  remarking  on  the  necessarily  limited 
knowledge  of  the  physicians  who  lived  in  the  centuries  im- 
mediately before  and  after  ^sculapius,  pointed  out  how 
little  need  there  was  in  those  times  for  internal  medicines. 
Wounds,  bites  of  serpents,  and  occasional  epidemics  were- 
about  the  only  tests  of  medical  skill  in  those  times.  Gouts 
and  catarrhs,  he  says,  were  among  the  results  of  civilisation. 
Neither  Plato  nor  Mr.  Woolcock  allows  for  an  influence- 
which  is  perhaps  stronger  than  civilisation — the  influence  of 
habit.  The  early  Greeks,  who  permitted  themselves  to  be 
cured  by  the  hymns  of  Orpheus,  had  never  known  the 
luxury  of  a  medicine  chest;  but  the  disease-saturated  ladies 
and  gentlemen  of  a  hundred  years  to  come  who  have  realised 
the  rapture  of  regulating  their  various  organs  by  carefully 
selected  concentrations  will  not  be  induced  to  abandon  that 
amusement  in  one  century  or  five,  any  more  than  they  will 
submit  to  a  tabloid  in  place  of  a  banquet  or  a  hypodermic 
injection  instead  of  a  glass  of  champagne.

Wake  Up,  Chemists  ! 

We  are  now  getting  within  sight  of  the  struggle  between 
chemists  and  the  commercial  and  official  party  who  desire 
to  knock  the  bottom  out  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868.  We 
fear  that  chemists  have  not  realised  how  seriously  the 
Government  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  may  affect  their 
trading  interests,  and  the  virtual  acquiescence  of  the  London 
Pharmaceutical  Council  with  the  Government  proposals 
has  had  a  soporific  effect  on  the  trade.  From  this  chemists 
in  different  parts  of  the  country  are  now  awakening,  and 
even  in  Bloomsbury  Square  there  is  some  alarm  lest  it  be 
too  late  to  recover  ground  that  has  been  lost  by  the  acqui- 
escence referred  to.  There  is  still  time  for  chemists  indi- 
vidually and  through  their  local  organisations  to  work  their 
hardest  in  opposition  to  the  principle  of  the  Government 
Bill  while  it  is  before  the  Joint  Committee  right  down 
through  its  various  stages  until  it  reaches  the  House  of 
Commons.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  House  of  Lords 
on  Wednesday  appointed  Lords  Saltoun,  Stanley  of  Alder- 
ley,  Lawrence,  Monk-Bretton,  and  Haversham  as  their 
members  of  the  Committee,  and  it  is  understood  at  the  time 
of  writing  that  the  House  of  Commons  will  be  represented 
by  Mr.  Atherley-Jones,  K.C.,  Mr.  Godfrey  Baring,  Sir 
John  Batty  Tuke,  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  and  Mr.  Vincent 
Kennedy.  From  inquiries  which  have  been  addressed  to 
us  we  consider  it  desirable  to  recall  some  facts  of  vital 
interest  at  the  present  moment. 

The  Last  Precedent 

for  consideration  by  a  Parliamentary 
Committee  of  the  questions  which  will  come  before  the 
Joint  Committee  was  in  1865,  when  the  House  of  Commons 
appointed  a  Select  Committee  to  consider  two  Chemists 
and  Druggists'  Bills — one  promoted  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  and  the  other  by  the  United  Society 
of  Chemists  and  Druggists.  The  Select  Committee  consisted 
of  fifteen  members,  who  were  appointed  on  April  6,  1865, 
and  who  met  for  the  first  time  on  May  5,  when  Mr.  Baring 
was  appointed  Chairman.  It  will  be  observed  that  a  member 
of  the  present  Committee  is  one  of  the  Baring  family,  and 
we  almost  regret  that  the  Earl  of  Wemyss,  who  sat  on  the 
1865  one  as  Lord  Elcho,  has  not  been  called  again.  Mr. 
Baring  was  instructed  to  apply  to  the  House  of  Commons 
for  power  to  send  for  persons,  papers,  and  records,  which 
power  was  given  on  the  same  day.  The  Committee  met 
again  on  May  11,  when  Dr.  Alfred  Swain  Taylor  and  Mr. 
John  Simon  were  examined.  On  May  15  the  witnesses 
were  Dr.  Richard  Quain,  Mr.  John  Mackay,  and  Dr.  James 
Arthur  Wilson.  On  the  18th  the  Committee  deliberated  in 
private,  agreeing  by  vote  upon  several  questions  bearing 
on  the  scope  of  legislation,  and  the  crucial  matter  was  the 
following  motion  : 

That  the  Bill  do  provide  that  no  person  after  the  date  to 
be  fixed  by  the  Bill  shall,  under  a  penalty,  become  a  chemist 
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and  druggist  and  exercise  his  trade  in  the  compounding  of 
medicines  from  prescriptions  by  medical  men,  or  in  the  sale 
of  dangerous  drugs,  until  he  shall  have  passed  an  examina- 
tion. 

An  amendment  which  had  the  effect  of  removing  the 
reference  to  the  compounding  of  medicines  from  prescrip- 
tions was  ultimately  carried  by  the  casting-vote  of  the 
Chairman.  The  Committee  then  decided  to  proceed  with 
the  No.  2  Bill,  thus  rejecting  that  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  and  recalled  "Dr."  John  Maekay  for  examina- 
tion. On  June  1  and  12  the  Committee  got  as  far  as 
Clause  8  of  the  United  Society's  Bill,  and  a  motion  that  Mr. 
Buott,  Secretary  of  the  United  Society  (it  was  spelt 
"Buolt"  in  the  Committee's  report),  be  called  in  and 
examined  was  defeated.  The  Committee  decided  to  inform 
the  House  that  there  was  little  possibility  of  terminating 
its  labours  that  Session,  and  recommended  that  the  Govern- 
ment should  early  in  the  new  Parliament  bring  in  a  Bill  on 
the  subjects  referred  to  the  Committee.  It  sat  finally  on 
June  19,  1865,  and  drew  up  its  report  to  the  House  of  Com- 
mons. In  that  report  the  following  clear  and  definite 
;  principles  were  laid  down  : 

1st.  That  no  compulsory  examination  or  registration 
under  the  Bills  referred  to  the  Committee  should  be  required 
of  persons  now  carrying  on  the  trade  of  chemists  and  drug- 
gists. 

2nd.  That  the  Bill  do  provide  that  no  person  shall,  after 
a  day  to  be  fixed  by  the  Bill,  sell  certain  dangerous  drugs, 
to  be  scheduled  in  the  Bill,  unless  he  shall  be  examined  and 
registered. 

These  principles  were  embodied  in  31  &  32  Vic,  cap.  121, 
passed  by  Parliament  on  July  31,  1868,  and  it  is  the  principle 
•of  examination  before  registration  which  the  Government 
1  Bill  now  proposes  to  spoil,  after  forty  years'  great  benefit 
to  the  public  and  with  no  injustice  to  anybody,  but  there 
are 

Several  Objectionable  Proposals 

in  the  Government  Bill, 
and,  briefly  stated,  they  are  as  follows  : 

1.  In  regard  to  the  sale  of  poisons  it  proposes  to  set  aside 
the  Pharmacy  Act  qualification  and  enable  seedsmen,  iron- 
mongers, and  other  similar  shopkeepers  to  sell  certain 
agricultural  and  horticultural  poisons  under  a  licence 
granted  to  them  by  local  authorities. 

2.  The  Bill  repeals  the  existing  Poisons  Schedule,  and 
substitutes  for  it  another  slightly  enlarged,  and  by  giving 
the  Privy  Council  the  power  of  adding  to  or  taking  away 
from  the  poisonous  articles  saleable  by  licensed  shopkeepers 
virtually  abrogates  the  Pharmaceutical  Council's  initiative 
in  such  matters. 

3.  It  compels  every  chemist  carrying  on  business  as  such 
in  more  than  one  shop  to  have  each  shop  managed  by  a 
qualified  person,  and  the  name  of  that  person  must  be 
exhibited  on  the  premises  ;  but  the  regulation  does  not  apply 
to  limited  companies'  shops.    [Last  Session  we  suggested 

that  this  was  merely  a  draftsman's  lapsus  calami,  but  it  now 
appears  to  he  intentional.] 

4.  The  Bill  proposes  to  give  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain  power  to  impose  a  curriculum  upon  can- 
didates for  the  qualifying  examination  and  to  divide  that 
examination,  as  well  as  to  accept  in  lieu  of  it  "  Colonial 
■diplomas  "  [not  Irish]. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  elaborate  these  points  ;  registered 
•chemists  can  see  for  themselves  that  the  Bill  will  take  away 
certain  privileges  from  them  which  are  the  only  return  that 
they  receive  for  proving  their  competence  to  carry  on  this 
business,  and  at  the  same  time  it  imposes  upon  them  fresh 
obligations  which  will  make  trading  more  irksome  and 
•qualification  more  expensive.    We  do  not  see  why  they 
should  submit  tamely  to  these  conditions,  and  therefore  we 
•urge  that  the  Joint  Committee  should  be  fully  informed 
■on  their  behalf,  and  that  during  all  stages  of  the  Bill's  pro- 
gress it  should  be  closely  watched. 


The  Membership  of  the  Joint  Committee. 

Lord  Haversham, 

it  is  understood,  is  to  be  Chairman  of  the  Committee.  As 
Sir  Arthur  Hayter,  Bart.,  he  sat  as  a  member  of  the 

House  of  Commons  from  1865  to  

1905,  with  interruptions,  having 
represented  Wells,  Bath,  and 
Walsall  in  succession.  He  held 
office  under  several  Liberal 
ministries,  the  more  important 
being  Financial  Secretary  at  the 
War  Office  and  Chairman  of  the 
Public  Accounts  Committee. 
During  the  later  years  of  Mr. 
Gladstone's  life  he  was  devotedly 
attached  to  him,  and  Lady  Hayter 
.relieved  Mrs.  Gladstone  of  many 
of  her  social  obligations.  Lord 
Haversham  is  a  septuagenarian, 
and  when  the  present  Govern- 
ment came  into  power  he  accepted 
a  seat  in  the  House  of  Lords 
of  Bracknell.

as   Baron  Haversham 
His  Lordship  approaches  his  task  on 
the  Committee  without  bias  ;  that,  indeed,  may  be  said  of  all 
the  members,  and  there  will  be  a  satisfaction  in  pharmacy 
circles  to  learn  that  the  Lobby  rumour  appointing  Lord 
Ashbourne,  Lord  Ebury,  and  Lord  St.  Aldwyn  as  members 
of  the  Committee  was  incorrect.    Each  of  them  had  ex- 
pressed views  on  the  Bill  and  its  predecessors  which  showed 
them  to  be  antagonistic  to  chemists'  interests.   Lord  Saltoun 
is  a  representative  peer  for  Scotland,  and  is  the  owner  of 
21,800  acres,  so  that  he  is  well  acquainted  with  agricultural 
questions;  Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley,  on  the  other  hand, 
has  in  past  official  work  been  directly  interested  in  Edu- 
cation and  Friendly  Societies ;  Lord  Lawrence  is  a  barrister 
of  Lincoln's  Inn  and  a  Hants  landowner  ;  while  Lord  Monk- 
Bretton  has  been  in  the  diplomatic  service  and  was  Private 
Secretary  to  Mr.  Chamberlain.     Most  of  the  Commons 
members  who  are  mentioned  for  the  Committee  are  well 
known.    Mr.  Alexander  Cross,  Liberal-Unionist  member 
for  the  Camlachie  Division  of  Glasgow,  has  been  mentioned 
as  a  probable  member  of  the  Committee,  but  we  are  in- 
formed as  we  go  to  press  that  Scotland  will  be  represented 
by  Sir  John  Batty  Tuke,  M.D.,  the  member  for  Edinburgh 
and  St.  Andrews  Universities.    He  is  a  member  of  the 
General  Medical  Council,  and  is  endeavouring  to  get  the 
Medical  and  Dentists  Acts  amended  as  regards  companies. 
Mr.  Athcrley-Jones,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Godfrey  Baring  are  the 
English  representatives.    The  first-named  is  Liberal  mem- 
ber for  North- West  Durham,  and  is  one  of  the  best  cross- 
examiners  at  the  Bar.    Mr.  Baring  is  member  for  the  Isle 
of  Wight  Division  of  Hants,  and  as  an  active  worker  in  the 
administration  of  five  hospitals  he  is  not  without  experi- 
ence in  the  subject  of  the  Bill,  as  regards  pharmacy.  Mr. 
T.  H.  W.  Idris  will  represent  Wales  on  the  Committee, 
and,  as  a  registered  chemist,  we  look  forward  with  confi- 
dence to  his  direction  of  the  case  of  his  confreres.  Ireland 
will    be    represented    by    Mr.    Vincent    Kennedy,  the 
Nationalist  member  for  West  Cavan.    The  Committee  is 
a  well-balanced  one  on  the  whole.    The  appointment  of  the 
Committee  will  come  before  the  House  of  Commons  on 
Monday,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  first  meeting  will  be 
held  on  Tuesday.    The  proceedings  will  be  private,  and 
will  be  devoted  to  questions  of  procedure  and  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  Chairman. 

What  is  to  be  Done  ? 

The  Earl  of  Crewe  indicated  on  tho 
second  reading  of  the  Bill  that  the  purpose  of  referring  it 
to  a  Joint  Committee  was  to  determine  whether  it  should 
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include  companies  and  extend  to  Ireland.  On  Wednesday 
Mr.  Winfrey  introduced  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Bill 
into  the  House  of  Commons,  the  Society's  object  being  to 
get  the  Bill  referred  to  the  Committee  as  an  expres- 
sion of  the  views  of  chemists.  This  is  misleading. 
The  Bill  does  not  even  express  the  unanimous  desires  of 
the  Council  who  drafted  it,  and  in  the  short  time  that 
chemists  have  had  to  consider  it  they  have  indicated  direc- 
tions in  which  it  does  not  please  them.  Taking  it  as  a  whole 
it  fails  to  secure  that  effective  control  of  company  chemists 
which  was  made  necessary  by  the  House  of  Lords'  decision 
in  1881 ;  it  imposes  disabilities  upon  chemists  which  are 
not  required  by  them  nor  for  public  safety,  and  it  utterly 
fails  to  remedy  a  growing  evil  in  pharmacy — viz.,  unquali- 
fied trading  by  individuals.  Chemists  should  now  address 
themselves  to  the  whole  matter,  and  consider  the  advisa- 
bility, first,  of  submitting  their  objections  to  their  members 
of  Parliament,  and,  second,  addressing  the  Committee 
through  the  Chairman  (when  appointed).  It  is  expected 
that  there  will  be  an  autumn  Session,  so  that  the  chance  of 
legislation  on  the  subject  is  increased. 


Parrish's  Syrup. 

The  fact  does  not  seem  to  have  been  generally  appreciated 
that  the  title  "Parrish's  Syrup"  for  the  well-known  com- 
pound syrup  of  phosphates  could  not  be  used  when  the 
preparation  was  sold  under  the  exemption  as  to  "  known, 
admitted,  and  approved  remedies."  In  our  correspondence 
with  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  regarding  Stokes's  lini- 
ment and  mixture  we  brought  the  matter  under  the  notice 
of  the  Board,  and  were  informed  that  in  the  absence  of 
evidence  of  no  claim  to  proprietary  title  or  exclusive  know- 
ledge of  the  composition  of  the  syrup,  the  Board  were 
unable  to  treat  it  as  exempt  from  duty.  We  accordingly 
submitted  to  the  Board  a  full  statement  regarding  the 
origin  of  compound  syrup  of  phosphates,  including  the 
publication  by  Professor  Edward  Parrish  (Philadelphia) 
of  his  formula,  and  we  have  now  received  the  following 
reply  :

Space  this  week  does  not  enable  us  to  repeat  the  history 
of  the  preparation,  but  we  may  recall  the  fact  that  previous 
to  the  Sanguinetti  decision  the  Board  were  not  accustomed 
to  regard  Parrish's  chemical  food  as  a  nostrum  or  pro- 
prietary article,  and  the  fact  was  mentioned  by  "  Alpe  " 
(p.  61) ;  but  it  was  necessary  under  the  exemption  to  prove 
the  fact  and  to  get  the  Board's  decision.  We  are  pleased 
that  the  Board  have  so  promptly  and  favourably  agreed 
to  place  the  preparation  in  statu  quo  ante. 


At  Last- 

Fulham  has  at  length  taken  the  initiative,  and  in  future 
chemists,  in  that  borough  at  least,  will  not  be  kept  in 
indefinite  suspense  as  to  the  genuineness  of  samples  pur- 
chased under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.    We  noted 


(C.  (£-  D.,  March  7,  p.  368)  the  preliminary  canter,  and  now 
we  learn  that  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Fulham  Borough 
Council  the  following  recommendation  was  agreed  to  : 

That  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  be  instructed  to  send 
a  communication  to  all  persons  from  whom  samples,  under 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  have  been  purchased  for 
analysis,  stating  the  result  when  such  samples  are  returned 
as  genuine,  and  that  such  intimation  read  as  follows:  "Re 

sample  of    No   You  will  not  hear 

further  from  the  Council  with  reference  to  the  above.  If 
you  desire  any  other  particulars,  please  call  at  the  Town 
Hall." 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  just  decision  is  only  the  fore- 
runner of  similar  "concessions"  by  other  local  authorities 
not  only  in  the  Metropolis  but  also  throughout  the  country. 
We  understand  that  the  Middlesex  County  Council  contem- 
plates similar  procedure. 

X-Ray  Dermatitis. 

We  published  a  note  recently  about  Mr.  Hall  Edwards, 
the  Birmingham  surgeon,  whose  hand  has  had  to  be  ampu- 
tated through  dermatitis  of  a  severe  character,  caused  by 
working  with  x-rays.  The  attention  which  was  given  to 
this  case  in  the  Press  has  led  to  the  publication  of  other 
cases  of  injury  from  the  same  cause.  The  cases  are  Mr. 
T.  J.  OUver,  of  Leeds,  and  Messrs.  E.  E.  Wilson,  E.  H. 
Harnack,  and  R.  G.  Blackhall,  of  the  London  Hospital. 
A  feature  of  most  of  these  cases  is  that  the  workers  refuse 
to  give  up  .x-ray  operations,  and  consequently  the  skin- 
disease  becomes  of  a  chronic  and  progressive  character. 
Modern  radiographic  apparatus  includes  lead  shields  as 
piotection  to  the  workers.  Any  chemist  who  finds  that  he 
is  particularly  susceptible  to  a:-rays  should  at  once  discon- 
tinue radiographic  work.  To  continue  may  be  heroic,  but 
cannot  be  necessary. 

Syphons  on  Running  Account. 

We  reported  on  February  29,  p.  326,  the  case  of  Geraut  v. 
Griffin,  heard  by  the  Registrar  of  the  Clerkenwell  County 
Court,  in  which  the  plaintiffs,  aerated  water  manufacturers 
of  Farringdon  Road,  sought  to  recover  10Z.  6s.,  the  value  of 
108  syphons  not  returned  to  them  when  the  account  was 
closed.  The  plaintiffs  had  periodically  for  more  than  six 
years  rendered  an  account  of  the  syphons  owing,  but  when 
the  matter  came  before  Judge  Edge  the  defendants'  solicitor 
argued  that  any  claim  beyond  the  past  six  years  was 
barred  by  the  Statute  of  Limitations.  This  plea  the  Judge 
upheld,  and  referred  the  accounts  to  the  Registrar,  who 
found  that  during  the  six  years  the  defendants  had  re- 
turned to  plaintiffs  more  syphons  than  they  had  received, 
accordingly  that  they  owed  nothing.  This  report  came 
before  Judge  Edge  on  March  13,  and  he  entered  judgment 
for  the  defendants,  but  agreed  to  state  a  case  for  a  higher 
Court  if  the  plaintiffs  would  undertake  to  pay  defendants' 
costs.  We  understand  that  this  has  been  arranged,  and 
the  case  will  be  applied  for.  Hitherto  such  cases  have 
been  treated  as  running  accounts,  to  which  the  Statute  of 
Limitations  does  not  apply,  and  it  is  desirable  in  the  in- 
terests of  trade  generally,  as  well  as  the  aerated  water 
trade,  that  the  point  should  be  settled.  In  the  present  case 
the  Registrar  dealt  with  the  matter  as  if  no  transaction  had 
taken  place  more  than  six  years  before  the  date  of  the 
summons.  Thus  the  very  substantial  fact  was  ignored  that 
then  the  defendants  owed  plaintiffs  117  syphons.  From 
week  to  week  after  some  of  these  syphons  were  returnea 
empty  and  again  delivered  full,  so  that  when  the  account 
closed  it  showed  that  108  had  still  to  be  returned,  lo  say 
that  the  Statute  of  Limitations  excludes  from  the  reckoning 
the  whole  of  the  transactions  from  the  beginning  to  end  may 
be  law  (which  we  very  much  doubt),  but  it  is  neiuiei 
common-sense  nor  justice.

NORTH  BRITISH  BRANCH. 

THE  fifth  evening  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  at 
36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  March  18,  Mr.  Geo. 
Lunan  in  the  chair. 
Mr.  D.  B.  Dott,  Ph.C,  F.I.C.,  contributed  a  note  on 
Aromatic  Syrups, 
in  which  he  stated  that  ten  out  of  the  twenty-two  syrups  in 
the  Pharmacopoeia  might  be  described  as  aromatic,  that  of 
the  ten  seven  are  flavoured  wholly  or  mainly  by  alcoholic 
tinctures,  two  are  made  fey  extracting  with  water,  and 
!not  one  is  prepared  by  extracting  the  aromatic  and  flavour- 
ing principles  by  means  of  simple  syrup.  He  pointed  out 
| that  in  the  old  London  and  Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeias 
none  of  the  syrups  seem  to  have  been  made  with  tinctures, 
though  in  Rennie's  "  Supplement  to  the  Pharmacopoeias" 
(1826)  there  is  an  interesting  note  under  syrupus  tolu- 
tanus  :  "  Imitated  by  adding  tincture  of  tolu  to  simple 
syrup ;  and  the  imitation  is  as  good  as  the  genuine  and  more 
easily  made."  Syrup  of  ginger  was  official  in  the  London, 
[Edinburgh,  and  Dublin  Pharmacopoeias,  and  in  each  case  was 
directed  to  be  prepared  by  digesting  the  sliced  root  in  boiling 
water,  straining,  and  then  adding  the  sugar.  Ginger,  said 
I  Mr.  Dott,  is  a  conspicuous  instance  of  a  substance  which  is 
much  better  extracted  by  syrup  than  by  water  alone.  The 
gingerol  and  volatile  oil  are  much  more  soluble  in  sugar 
solution  than  in  water  alone,  so  that  a  syrup  of  ginger  made 
in  the  latter  way  is  altogether  inferior  to  one  made  by  digest- 
ing the  ginger  in  solution  of  sugar.  The  same  principle 
applies  more  or  less  to  analogous  cases. 

Mr.  McDiarmid  said  he  would  have  liked  to  have  had  a 
little  more  detail  by  way  of  illustrating  Mr.  Dott's  sugges- 
tion. In  syrup  of  orange,  for  example,  would  he  rub  up 
the  peel  with  the  sugar,  and  then  percolate  with  water  ? 

Mr.  Hill  said  it  would  be  interesting  if  someone  would 
show  how  this  method  would  be  advantageous  in  making 
some  of  the  official  syrups. 

Mr.  McPherson  regarded  Mr.  Dott's  method  as  a  feasible 
one,  and  it  might  in  many  cases  have  the  effect  of  dis- 
pensing with  nitration  with  clarifying-agents,  which  are 
objectionable  because  they  are  slightly  soluble,  with  the 
exception  of  kaolin.  Mr.  Stephenson's  method  for  syrup 
of  tolu  was  of  practical  value,  but  he  thought  it  was  first 
suggested  by  Rother. 

The  Chairman  said  he  found  in  making  lemon-syrup 
that  it  was  of  advantage  to  add  the  oil  of  lemon  to  the  sugar. 

Mr.  Dott,  replying,  said  the  purpose  of  the  paper  was 
to  draw  attention  to  a  general  method  which  seemed  to  be 
much  overlooked.  Sugar,  being  analogous  to  alcohol,  dis- 
solves the  volatile  and  resinoid  constituents.  The  substitu- 
tion of  glycerin  for  sugar  in  syrups  does  not  act  so 
satisfactorily. 
Mr.  Brown  then  read  his  paper  on 

Bismuth  Subnitrate. 
Mr.  Edward  J.  Brown,  Ph.C,  said  his  work  was  sug- 
gested by  a  paper  read  by  Mr.  Hill  on  the  same  subject 

j  at  last  evening  meeting  (see  C.  Jb  D.,  February  22,  p.  307). 

\  Mr.  Hill  exhibited  samples  of  heavy  and  light  subnitrates 
of  bismuth  and  stated  that  they  behaved  differently  when 
treated  with  potassium  hydroxide  solution.  Believing  that 
this  peculiar  behaviour  was  probably  due  to  variations  in 
commercial  subnitrates  of  bismuth,  Mr.  Brown  had  deter- 
mined their  composition  by  a  process  which  he  found  gave 
better  results  than  the  usual  estimation  of  the  metal  as 
sulphide  or  oxide.  Bismuth  subnitrate  when  boiled  with 
solution  of  sodium  chloride  is  quantitatively  converted  into 

I  the  insoluble  oxychloride  BiOCl,  permitting  the  filtrate 
to  be  used  for  the  determination  of  the  nitric  radicle.  Mr. 

'  Brown  gave  the  analytical  details  at  length,  and  finished  by 
recommending  that  as  the  light  variety  of  bismuth  sub- 
nitrate is  now  in  favour  with  pharmacists  and  possesses 
certain  advantages  in  dispensing  over  the  heavy  variety, 
it  should  be  officially  adopted.  All  investigators  give  results 
for  it  conforming  to  the  formula  Bi20,,2HNO„,  and  this 
should  be  adopted  in  the  next  edition  of  the  British  Phar- 


macopoeia in  place  of  BiON03,H.,0,  which  corresponds  to 
the  heavy  variety. 

Mr.  Dott  spoke  of  the  analytical  value  of  Mr.  Brown's 
paper. 

Mr.  Hill  said  Mr.  Brown  had  clearly  worked  out  the 
difference  between  the  composition  of  the  light  and  heavy 
bismuth  subnitrates  from  their  varying  behaviour  with 
potassium  hydroxide,  and  he  was  of  opinion  that  Mr. 
Brown  had  made  out  a  case  for  adopting  the  formula  of  the 
light  variety,  which  is  rapidly  becoming  the  commercial 
subnitrate  in  the  Pharmacopoeia. 

Mr.  Forret  directed  attention  to  the  fact  that  heat  and 
dilution  are  factors  in  making  light  or  heavy  magnesia, 
and  he  asked  Mr.  Brown  if  temperature  had  anything  to  do 
with  the  different  subnitrates. 

Mr.  Cowie  confirmed  Mr.  Brown's  reaction,  but  he  added 
that  it  is  only  of  limited  application,  and  can  only  be 
used  when  the  nitric  ions  are  equivalent  to  the  bismuth 
ions.  If  there  were  free  nitric  acid  or  excess  of  oxygen 
it  would  be  of  no  use.  He  had  found  Duyk's  volumetric 
method,  which  he  described,  work  well  with  all  bismuth 
salts  except  the  chloride. 

Mr.  Glass  and  Mr.  Brazier  also  contributed  to  the  dis- 
cussion, the  latter  stating  that  under  the  microscope  the 
light  subnitrate  sh®ws  uniformly  small  crystals,  while 
those  of  the  heavy  variety  are  far  from  uniform  ;  possibly, 
therefore,  the  light  variety  is  more  uniform  in  composition. 

The  Churman  said  Squire  states  that  the  B.P.  sub- 
nitrate yields  77  per  cent,  of  oxide,  whereas  the  bismuth 
subnitrate  contains  79  to  83  per  cent.  They  had  not,  there- 
fore, been  getting  the  B.P.  article  for  some  time. 

Mr.  Brown,  in  his  reply,  stated  that  there  is  a  very 
decided  physical  difference  between  the  heavy  and  light 
subnitrates — the  one  is  a  dense  powder,  and  the  other  light 
and  more  stable  in  water.  He  advocated  boiling  with 
excess  of  sodium  chloride  in  preference  to  potassium 
hydroxide.  Bismuth  hydrate  is  slightly  soluble  in  potash 
hydroxide  solution. 

Mr.  W.  Duncan,  F.C.S.,  then  contributed  a  note  on 

Mexican  Scammony, 
a  parcel  of  which  he  received  for  teaching  purposes,  with 
the  information  that  it  was  regularly  imported  and  sold 
for  the  manufacture  of  scammony  resin.  He  found  that 
the  drug  in  question  was  Mexican  woody  or  Orizaba  jalap, 
described  in  "  Pharmacographia "  and  stated  to  be  the 
probable  source  of  the  jalapin  of  English  pharmacy.  The 
drug  is  a  mixture  of  roots  and  stems,  the  former  pre- 
dominating. On  treating  it  for  scammony  resin  by  the 
official  process  it  yielded  16.5  per  cent.,  but  a  picked  root 
yielded  as  high  as  20.1  per  cent.  The  product  closely 
resembled  scammony  resin,  and,  beyond  having  a  more 
transparent  greenish  tint,  entirely  answered  to  the  present 
official  characters  and  tests  of  that  resin.  The  important 
difference  lay  in  the  melting-points,  perhaps  due  to 
Orizaba  resin  having  associated  with  the  scammonin  a  sub- 
stance— probably  fat — which  lowers  the  melting-point. 
The  melting-point  of  scammony  root  resin  was  found  to 
be  •119°  C.  and  of  Orizaba  resin  110°  C.  There  was  also 
found  a  difference  in  alkali  absorption,  0.58b4  gram  of  scam- 
mony root  absorbing  20.5  c.c.  of  decinormal  alcoholic  potas- 
sium hydroxide,  Orizaba  15.6  c.c. — that  is,  about  25  per 
cent,  less  than  the  true. 

Mr.  Guyer  said  he  had  prepared  some  of  the  Orizaba 
resin,  for  which  there  seemed  to  be  a  demand.  It  had 
more  of  a  yellow  colour  than  the  brown  of  the  true  scam- 
mony resin.  It  is  a  question  for  doctors  to  determine 
whether  the  Orizaba  resin  has  the  same  therapeutic  action 
as  the  true  resin,  and  if  it  has,  its  use  should  be  allowed. 

Mr.  Thomson  said  the  price  is  a  good  thermometer 
/or  indicating  that  there  is  something  wrong  with  what  is 
coming  into  the  market.  He  had  found  that  there  ar; 
several  ways  of  distinguishing  the  false  resin  from  the  true. 
There  is  a  distinction  in  their  behaviour.  The  true  dis- 
solves in  ether  freely,  but  the  other  clings  to  the  sides  of 
the  bottle  ;  and  while  the  true  scammony  gives  94  per  cent, 
in  benzol  solution,  the  Orizaba  gives  about  63  per  cent. 

Mr.  Dott  and  Mr.  Hill  also  spoke,  the  latter  observing 
that  if  the  distinction  between  the  two  resins  is  so  slight, 
seeing  there  is  a  difference  in  the  price,  he  did  not  think 
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one  manufacturer  should  be  permitted  to  have  an  advan- 
tage like  that  over  another  who  is  more  conscientious.  If 
they  are  of  equal  value  therapeutically,  they  should  both 
be  recognised.    That  is  a  question  for  doctors  to  decide. 

Mr.  Cowie  wished  to  know  if  Orizaba  resin  keeps  well. 
Owing  to  the  confusion  in  text-books  about  words  like 
scammonin,  jalapin,  etc.,  he  thought  it  would  be  an  advan- 
tage to  appoint  a  commission  to  determine  the  use  and 
meaning  of  such  names. 

The  Chairman  thought  scammonin  should  be  adopted 
in  the  Pharmacopoeia,  because  it  is  a  more  workable  sub- 
stance. 

In  his  reply,  Mr.  Duncan  said  that  w'.ule  the  two  resins 
can  be  distinguished,  both  conform  to  the  B.P.  characters 
and  tests  for  scammony  resin.  He  had  not  sufficient  ex- 
perience to  say  whether  the  Orizaba  resin  keeps  well  or  not. 
He  thought  scammonin  should  be  official,  and  that  manu- 
facturers should  be  permitted  to  prepare  it  from  any  source. 

In  a  note  on 

Liquor  Bismuthi, 
Mr.  William  Duncan,  Ph.C,  F.C.S.,  referred  to  papers 
which  he  contributed  to  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  and 
to  the  B.P.C.  at  Dundee,  in  which  he  gave  a  quick  method 
for  preparing  liquor  bismuthi  (see  C.  ct-  D.,  May  31, 
p.  852,  and  August  16,  1902,  p.  313).  Since  then  the 
author  has  been  asked  repeatedly  if  the  product  of  the 
formula  given  in  the  C.  <L-  D.  could  be  sold  as  B.P.  He 
could  not  answer  that  question,  but  at  Mr.  Hill's  sugges- 
tion he  now  brought  forward  an  earlier  process,  which 
produces  a  satisfactory  solution  corresponding  to  the  B.P. 

Bismuth  subnitrate   613  grains 

Citric  acid    500  grains 

Solution  of  ammonia    a  sufficiency 

Distilled  water  to  make    20  fl.  oz. 

Triturate  the  bismuth  subnitrate  and  citric  acid  with 
1^  fl.  oz.  of  water  and  set  aside  for  two  hours.  Dilute  the 
mixture  cautiously  with  2£  fl.  oz.  of  water,  and  test  the  solu- 
bility of  the  products  by  dropping  a  little  of  the  cream  into 
solution  of  ammonia.  If  a  perfectly  clear  solution  is  not 
obtained  let  the  mixture  stand,  occasionally  stirring  until  an 
ammonia-soluble  bismuth  citrate  is  the  result.  Transfer  to  a 
filter,  wash,  and  finally  dissolve  the  moist  citrate  in  a  suffi- 
ciency of  ammonia,  dilute  with  water  to  20  fl.  oz.,  and  filter. 

Others,  as  well  as  himself,  had  followed  this  process 
with  entire  success  for  seven  or  eight  years.  It  could 
usually  be  completed  in  four  hours,  the  time  depending 
on  the  care  with  which  the  water  is  added  at  the  first 
dilution.  The  mother  liquor,  being  rich  in  nitric  acid, 
retains  in  solution  a  little  bismuth  and  citric  acid.  If 
dilution  is  made  incautiously,  bismuth  subnitrate  is 
re-precipitated.  In  such  a  case  the  mixture  must  be  set 
until  a  reversal  takes  place — until  the  excess  of  citric  acid 
again  converts  the  newly- formed  subnitrate  into  the 
ammonia-soluble  bismuth  citrate.  Washing  must  not  be 
proceeded  with  until  all  the  bismuth  is  out  of  solution — 
that  is,  all  bismuth  citrate.  Where  time  is  not  a  con- 
sideration, the  quantity  of  citric  acid  may  be  reduced  to 
460  grs.  and  the  reaction  carried  out  in  a  bottle. 

Mr.  Glass  said  he  did  not  know  if  the  official  liquor 
bismuthi  was  much  superior.  He  thought  the  ammonia 
added  is  rather  small.  He  had  found  in  the  liquor  he  had 
in  stock  crystals  forming,  and  he  passed  round  a  bottle  full 
of  the  liquor  with  small  iridescent  particles  floating  in  it. 

Mr.  Cowie  said  Mr.  Duncan's  method  worked  well  on  a 
small  scale,  but  he  questioned  if  he  got  a  free  citrate.  There 
is  another  method  by  precipitation  in  which  the  bismuth 
citrate  is  obtained  in  very  fine  crystals,  while  in  Mr. 
Duncan's  method  the  citrate  is  in  conglomerate  crystals,  and 
requires  about  25  per  cent,  more  ammonia  for  solution.  He 
found  in  using  it  for  catarrh  that  a  very  small  quantity 
of  nitrate  in  the  liquor  caused  irritation.  He  had  observed 
that  a  drop  of  the  ordinary  liquor,  if  allowed  to  run  clown 
the  side  of  a  bottle,  left  a  loose  granular  residue,  whereas 
a  drop  made  by  precipitation  adhered  closely  to  the  glass, 
and  gave  an  almost  gelatinous  precipitate  with  the  addition 
of  an  acid,  which  is  the  best  form  for  allaying  gastric 
irritation.  He  thought  there  was  some  compound  of  the 
nitric  and  citric  acids,  which  accounted  for  the  large 
quantity  of  ammonia  required  for  solution.  In  the  bottle 
shown  by  Mr.  Gla^s  there  was  free  ammonia  which  had 


attacked  the  silica  of  the  glass  and  produced  the  iridescent 
particles. 

Mr.  Dott  spoke  of  the  difficulty  of  freeing  oxides  from 
the  last  traces  of  nitric  acid. 

Mr.  Hill  also  spoke,  and  Mr.  McDiarmid  said  he  pre- 
ferred the  process  for  liquor  bismuthi  in  the  1885  Phar- 
macopoeia to  that  of  1898,  and  he  thought  it  should  be 
readopted. 

Mr.  Brazier  added  that  the  1885  preparation  kept  well, 
but  if  Mr.  Duncan's  process  turned  out  a  success  he  saw 
no  objections  to  it,  unless  they  were  therapeutic. 

Mr.  Duncan,  in  the  course  of  his  reply,  said  he  never 
claimed  originality  for  his  process,  but  Rother's  method 
was  totally  different  from  his.  Rother  boiled  the  bismuth 
citrate  in  a  liquid  containing  20  per  cent,  of  nitric  acid, 
and  that  could  not  be  done  without  producing  some  un- 
desirable effect.  It  was  that  that  partly  suggested  to 
him  the  idea  of  making  it  in  the  cold,  and  he  found  it 
quite  successful.  As  to  whether  it  kept  well,  he  said  that 
on  Sunday  Mr.  Blenkiron  showed  him  a  bottle  made  by 
his  (Mr.  Duncan's)  process  in  1901.  It  was  slightly  tinged, 
but  it  was  perfectly  clear  and  in  perfect  conditien.  If  a 
preparation  kept  for  eight  years,  it  was  passably  good. 

The  authors  of  each  of  the  papers  received  a  cordial 
vote  of  thanks,  and  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Foreet  a  similar 
vote  was  accorded  to  the  Chairman  for  the  manner  in 
which  he  had  conducted  the  meetings  during  the  session.

Preservation  of  Rubber  Articles. 

In  the  "Journal  de  Pharmacie  "  there  is  an  article 
dealing  with  the  preservation  of  rubber  goods  in  different 
liquids  which  is  of  special  interest  to  pharmacists  and 
surgeons.  Many  substances  have  been  recommended  for 
this  purpose  and  it  is  well  to  know  which  of  them  is  the 
most  approved.  The  writer  discusses  the  various  merits 
and  demerits  of  lime-water,  phenol  and  aniline  solutions, 
glycerin-alcohol  solution,  and  solution  of  potassium  penta- 
sulphide.  The  conclusions  are  that  for  undeteriorated 
rubber  3-per-cent.  solution  of  phenol  and  3-per-cent.  solu- 
tion of  aniline  are  best,  while  for  deteriorated  rubber,  or 
such  as  may  have  been  brought  many  times  to  boiling- 
point,  a  1-per-cent.  solution  of  potassium  pentasulphide  is 
most  to  be  recommended,  the  restorative  properties  of  the 
last  mentioned  depending  on  the  penetration  or  absorption 
of  the  sulphur  of  the  pentasulphide.  Regarding  the  3-per- 
cent, solution  of  phenol,  the  writer  has  known  of  rubber 
tubing  remaining  unaltered  after  being  kept  ten  years  in: 
this  solution,  and  that  without  the  solution  being  renewed. 
It  is  necessary,  of  course,  to  use  a  suitable  vessel — for 
tubing,  one  in  which  the  rubber  lies  in  easy  coil;  for 
catheters,  etc.,  an  upright  position  in  a  tall  vessel  is  the 
best.  The  solution  of  aniline  has  properties  similar  to 
those  of  phenol.  It  has  been  remarked,  however,  that  black 
rubber  immersed  in  this  liquid  undergoes  an  augmentation 
of  volume  ;  tubing,  for  instance,  showing  a  marked  increase 
in  length.

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Literary  Institution  on  Thurs- 
day, March  12,  Mr.  A.  C.  Olds  (President)  in  the  chair. 
A  lantern-lecture,  "On  the  Cornish  Shore,"  was  delivered 
by  Mr.  W.  J.  Hallett.

Standardisation.— Mr.  J.  B.  Wilson  (Dorking)  opened  a 
discussion  on  "  The  Standardisation  of  Galenicals  is  Neither 
Necessary  nor  Desirable."  The  speaker  contended  that  it 
is  not  necessary  because  it  is  not  known  which  is  the 
active  principle  in  many  drugs ;  also  it  is  useless  to 
standardise  for  a  single  constituent  when  several  combine 
to  produce  the  effect  of  the  drug.  He  did  not  think  it  neces- 
sary to  standardise  medicines  while  human  beings  remain 
unstandardised  and  while  variations  in  the  strength  of  drugs 
are  so  small  compared  with  the  variation  in  the  dose. 

Several  members  took  part  in  the  discussion.

Wells,  H.  Payne,  Rowcroft,  W.  Steadman,  Glasscock,  J.  J. 
John,  T.  Chesterfield,  G.  W.  Kenney,  F.  A.  Moore,  R.  T. 
Clarke,  and  R.  Feaver  Clarke  (Hon.  Secretary).  An 
interesting  and  profitable  discussion  took  place,  showing  the 
value  of  local  associations  as  an  agency,  if  properly  utilised, 
for  preventing  traders  contravening  the  regulations  of  the 
P.A.T.A.  by  selling  proprietary  articles  below  the  fixed 
minimum  retail.  For  this  reason  it  was  urged  that  all 
qualified  chemists  should  support  the  P.A.T.A.,  which  gave 
distinct  trade  benefits  to  all  alike,  whether  members  or  not. 


Bradford  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Royal  Hotel  on  Tuesday  even- 
ing, March  17,  Mr.  H.  R.  Jackson  (President)  in  the  chair. 
Mr.  M.  Firth  (Secretary)  read  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  which 
was  then  discussed.  Satisfaction  was  expressed  in  regard 
to  the  proposed  protection  of  titles,  but  it  was  considered 
absurd  that  such  things  as  acetanilide  and  sulphonal  should 
be  scheduled  while  many  more  dangerous  things,  such  as 
sugar  of  lead  and  sulphate  of  zinc,  are  not  included.  Ex- 
ception was  taken  to  including  diachylon  plaster  in  Part  1 
and  excluding  all  other  lead  salts  from  the  schedule,  and  it 
was  also  considered  advisable  that  the  sale  of  strong 
ammonia  and  mineral  acids  should  be  regulated.  The  fol- 
lowing resolution  was  passed,  upon  the  proposition  of  Mr. 
W.  E.  Metcalfe,  seconded  by  Mr.  F.  A.  Wilcock  : 

That  the  Bradford  and  District  Chemists'  Association, 
after  discussion,  approve  of  the  Draft  Pharmacy  Acts 
Amendment  Bill,  and  will  support  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  promoting  it.  but  suggests  that  diachylon  plaster 
be  placed  in  Part  2  of  the  schedule,  and  if  possible  the  sale 
of  strong  ammonia  and  the  mineral  acids  should  be 
regulated. 


West  Ham  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  Earlham  Hall,  Fm-est  Gate,  on 
March  12,  Mr.  J.  H.  Matthews  (President)  m  the  chair. 

Secretary's  Report. — This  was  read,  and  consisted  of 
a  resume  of  the  year's  work.  He  also  presented  a  financiaL 
statement,  which  showed  a  balance  in  hand  of  11/.  0s.  9grf. 
Both  were  adopted. 

The  Election  of  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year  resulted' 
as  follows  :  President,  Mr.  W.  R.  Barnes;  Vice-President, 
Mr.  J.  H.  Matthews;  Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Mr. 
J.  E.  Evans;  committee,  Messrs.  Blades,  Cleland,  Mitchell, 
Potter,  Robins,  and  Soper;  auditors,  Messrs.  Raine  and 
Johnson.

Other  Business. — Mr.  Blades  promised  to  open  a  dis- 
cussion on  "Pharmacy  Legislation"  at  the  next  meeting. 
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It  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Johnson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Mat- 
thews, and  carried,  that  the  afternoon  meetings  be  held  at 
3.30  p.m.  in  future.

Leeds  Chemists'  Association.

Sargeant  (President)  in  the  chair. 

Discussion  on  Trade  Topics. — This  was  the  business  of 
the  evening.  It  took  the  form  of  answering  questions. 
The  first  was  about  the  new  Poisons  Schedule,  and  it  was 
pointed  out  that  many  chemists  sell  pills  containing 
extract  of  nux  vomica,  which  would  have  to  be  treated  as 
Part  1  poisons,  and  that  though  Easton's  syrup  would 
come  under  Part  2  of  the  schedule,  Easton's  tablets  would 
come  under  Part  1.  The  next  question  brought  out  the 
fact  that  trading  by  unqualified  dealers  is  probably  worse 
in  Leeds  than  any  other  town.  Mr.  Worfolk  and  the 
President  pointed  out  the  difficulties  which  beset  divisional 
secretaries,  and  it  was  suggested  that  the  Pharmacy  Acts 
cannot  be  efficiently  administered  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  through  lack  of  machinery.  What  price  should 
one  chemist  charge  another  for  drugs  ?  The  reply  was 
ccst-price  -plus  5  per  cent,  for  carriage.  The  varying 
amounts  of  laudanum  supplied  in  the  usual  mixture  of  oil 
of  aniseed  and  peppermint,  paregoric,  and  laudanum  was 
discussed,  and  it  was  decided,  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Armitage,  seconded  by  Mr.  Hollingworth,  to  supply 
1^  dr.  The  question  as  to  whether  copies  of  prescrip- 
tions should  be  charged  for  brought  a  motion  by  Mr. 
Long,  seconded  by  Mr.  Beacock,  that  Is.  a  copy  should  be 
charged.  The  meeting  agreed.  The  difficulty  in  selling 
single  proprietary  teething-powders  was  also  discussed, 
and  in  regard  to  uniformity  of  dispensing-charges  it  was 
resolved  to  ask  the  Council  of  the  Association  to  consider 
the  feasibility  or  otherwise  of  devising  a  scale  of  charges. 

Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Athletic  Club  in  connection  with 
this  Society  was  held  on  March  17  at  the  rooms  of  the  Shef- 
field Literary  and  Philosophical  Society,  Church  Street, 
Mr.  J.  B.  Pater  (President)  in  the  chair.  There  were 
present  Messrs.  A.  Preston  (Hon.  Secretary),  H.  G. 
Williams,  P.  Carr,  J.  T.  Appleton,  Clark,  J.  Chadwick, 
F.  W.  Whitworth,  Knowles,  Massey,  Stathers,  and  Lans- 
dell. 

Annual  Report. — The  Hon.  Secretary's  report  showed 
that  there  are  thirty-four  members,  but  that  only  ten  are 
playing  members.  He  pointed  out  that  to  make  the  club 
more  successful  more  playing  members  are  necessary.  Of 
the  seventeen  matches  arranged,  only  eight  were  brought  to 
an  issue,  the  remainder  having  to  be  cancelled  owing  to  bad 
weather  or  the  difficulty  of  arranging  a  team.

Votes  of  thanks  were  accorded  to  the  officers  for  their 
work  during-  the  past  year. 


Western  Chemists'  Association. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  this  Association  held  at  the  Tudor 
Hotel,  Oxford  Street,  London,  W.,  on  March  18,  with  the 
President  (Dr.  W.  Harrison  Martindale)  in  the  chair,  it 
was  unanimously  agreed  to  alter  the  rules  of  the  Associa- 
tion so  that  the  annual  meeting  in  future  will  be  held  in 
May,  and  the  annual  subscription  to  the  Association  shall 
be  5s. 

Subsequently  a  united  meeting  of  the  Western  Associa- 
tion and  the  Thames  Valley  District  Chemists'  Association 
discussed  the  "B.P.  Codex."  Dr.  Martindale  again  pre- 
sided, and  there  were  over  forty  present.  The  discussion 
was  opened  by  Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat,  of  Weybridge,  who 
had  nothing  but  praise  for  the  book.  Mr.  J.  W.  Taplin,  of 
Cricklewood,  who  followed,  congratulated  the  Western 
Chemists'  Association  on  the  fact  that  (with  the  exception 
of  Dr.  Dixon)  all  the  compilers  of  the  "  Codex  "  are,  or 
have  been,  members  of  that  Association.  The  pocket 
edition  of  the  "  Codex,"  which  he  understood  would  soon 
be  forthcoming,  is  much  needed  for  doctors.  Mr.  C.  T. 
Allen  wanted  to  see  chinosol  in  the  "  Codex,"  and  a  com- 
bination of  chemists  in  a  district  sampling  the  medical 
men  with  "  Codex  "  preparations.  Mr.  W.  J.  TJ.  Woolcock 
could  see  very  little  materially  wrong  with  the  book,  and 
Mr.  W.  Browne  approved  of  it.  Mr.  J.  T.  Barrett  thought 
it  unwise  as  some  suggested  to  go  round  telling  medical 
men  they  did  not  know  how  to  prescribe.  He  had  been 
teaching  doctors  how  to  prescribe  all  his  life,  but  not  in 
that  way.  He  hoped  Dr.  Martindale,  who  was  more  capable 
than  anyone  present  to  criticise  the  book,  would  say  some- 
thing on  the  subject.  The  Chairman  said  he  was  present 
in  his  official  capacity  as  President  of  the  Association,  and 
with  the  idea  of  learning  the  pros  and  cons  of  the  matter. 
He  had  nothing  further  to  say  on  the  subject  except  that 
the  discussion  was  exceedingly  interesting  to  him.  Mr. 
H.  R.  Procter  (Hon.  Secretary)  had  some  pertinent  ques- 
tions to  ask  the  only  official  representative  of  the  "  Codex" 
present  (Mr.  W.  F.  Gulliver).  He  pointed  out  the  con- 
fusion likely  to  arise  between  the  B.P.  and  "Codex" 
formulas  for  the  same  preparations.  Mr.  C.  J.  G.  Bunker 
said  the  "Codex"  had  been  put  forth  as  the  desirable 
standard  authority  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts, 
yet  on  the  very  first  page  he  found  the  synonym  given  for 
"  acidum  hydrochloricum  "  is  "  spirit  of  salt."  He  thought 
most  chemists  would  object  to  selling  acidum  hydrochlori- 
cum when  a  pennyworth  of  spirit  of  salt  was  asked  for. 
Other  speakers  were  Messrs.  W.  E.  Miller,  J.  Parrott  (Rich- 
mond), J.  D.  Marshall,  A.  Higgs,  J. P.  (Kingston),  J. 
Cofman,  and  W.  F.  Gulliver. 


Edinburgh  Chemists'  Trade  Association. 

The  adjourned  meeting  was  held  at  36  York  Place  on 
Friday  evening,  March  13,  Mr.  C.  F.  Henry  presiding. 
The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  consider 

The  Proposed  Poisons  Schedule. 
This  was  done  in  camera,  and  on  resuming  three  general 
recommendations  out  of  seven  submitted  were  declared 
adopted,  viz.  : 

1.  In  the  sale  of  poisons,  onerous,  irritating,  or  vexatious 
conditions  should  not  be  imposed,  the  education  of  the 
seller  being  the  best  safeguard. 

2.  Proprietary  articles  containing  poison  should  have  the 
name  of  the  poison  and  the  proportion  in  which  it  is  present 
printed  on  all  labels. 

3.  The  exemption  of  certain  preparations  of  carbolic 
acid,  and  the  introduction  of  a  class  of  "  poisonous  sub- 
stances," as  distinguished  from  poisons,  should  be  strenu- 
ously opposed. 

A  detailed  schedule,  Parts  I.  and  II.,  was  submitted  for 
adoption,  but  the  meeting  agreed  to  adopt  that  attached 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Rill  in  preference,  with 
certain  alterations  and  additions  wT  ich  they  agreed  to  sub- 
mit to  the  Council  for  consideration.  In  Part  I.  they 
suggested  the  sentence,  "  Arsenic  and  all  preparations  or 
admixtures  containing  more  than  0.1  per  cent,  of  arsenium, 
it  being  pointed  out  that  "  arsenic  "  is  already  defined  m 
the  Arsenic  Act,  1851,  to  include  much  more  than  prsenious 
oxide,  and  the  proposed  addition  is  necessary  for  clear- 
ness. Other  alterations  were  that  "lead  plaster"  should 
read  "Diachylon  or  lead  plaster  in  the  unspread  form, 
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and  that  digitalis  and  its  preparations  and  strophanthus 
and  its  preparations  should  be  transferred  from  Part  II. 
to  Part  I.  The  recommendations  with  regard  to  Part  II., 
which  were  adopted,  were  that  strong  solution  of  ammonia, 
solution  of  chloride  of  antimony,  preparations  of  chloral 
hydrate,  strong  hydrochloric,  nitric,  and  sulphuric  acids, 
lead  acetate,  all  oxalates,  ordinary  phosphorus  and  pre- 
parations containing  it  in  a  free  state,  and  potassium  bichro- 
mate should  be  added  ;  and  that  the  sentence,  "  Chloroform 
and  all  preparations  or  admixtures  containing  more  than 
20  per  cent,  of  chloroform,"  should  be  altered  to  read 
"more  than  5  per  cent,  of  chloroform."  They  also  agreed 
to  suggest  that  sulphonal  should  be  deleted.  On  the  subject 
of  the 

Pharmacy  Acts  Amendment  Bill, 
Mr.  Wm.  Lyon  moved.,  and  Mr.  G.  Lunan  seconded,  a 
motion,  which  was  unanimously  adopted,  approving  of  it 
in  preference  to  the  Government  Bill,  and  assuring  the 
Council  of  their  active  support.  Every  member  is  to  be 
asked  to  secure  the  support  of  the  Member  of  Parliament 
for  his  district  in  favour  of  the  Council's  Bill. 

Other  Bills. 

The  meeting  had  under  consideration  Mr.  Mitchell 
Thornton's  Bill  for  the  amendment  of  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  and  to  petition  in  its  favour.  The  Com- 
mittee was  instructed  to  watch  the  progress  of  the  Lord 
Advocate's  Bill  regarding  exemption  from  jury  service, 
and  take  any  action  regarding  it  that  might  seem  fit. 

After  some  conversation  it  was  agreed  to  discuss  at  the 
next  meeting  the  question  of  the  multiplicity  of  compounds 
required  for  dispensing  purposes,  and  whether  any  action 
can  be  taken  by  the  Federation  of  Local  Associations  to 
remedy  existing  difficulties,  and  whether  there  should  be 
a  pocket  edition  of  the  "  B.P.  Codex." 


Edinburgh  C,  A.,  and  A.  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on 
Wednesday,  March  11,  Mr.  E.  0.  Rowland  (President)  in 
the  chair.    Mr.  W.  N.  Brazier,  Ph.C,  read  notes  on 

Argentine  Pharmacy 
from  particulars  supplied  by  Mr.  J.  S.  Finlayson,  an  Edin- 
burgh man,  now  in  Bahia  Blanca.  Pharmacy  in  Argentina 
is  in  an  advanced  condition,  having  its  own  Pharmacopoeia, 
pricipally  a  compilation  from  those  of  Spain  and  Italy  and 
the  French  Codex.  It  is  in  Spanish,  in  which  also  all  pre- 
scriptions are  written.  The  Argentine  pharmacist  must 
pass  a  qualifying  examination  in  Buenos  Aires  or  else  keep 
an  assistant  who  has  done  so.  The  pharmacies  and  drug- 
stores resemble  in  many  respects  those  in  Britain,  except 
that  very  many  are  got  up  in  a  most  luxurious  fashion, 
Argentine  people  being  luxurious  and  extravagant.  The 
principal  pharmacy  in  Bahia  Blanca,  a  town  of  35,000  in- 
habitants, is  fitted  in  light  oak,  elaborately  carved  and  of 
excellent  workmanship.  The  bottles  are  of  beautiful  Vene 
tian  glass  in  two  shades,  blue  and  green,  beautifully  gilt  and 
artistically  wrought.  The  set  of  bottles  alone  cost  about 
300Z.,  and  all  the  other  fittings  are  in  like  costly  proportion. 
The  shop  is  lighted  with  both  electricity  and  gas,  the 
fittings  being  combined  in  a  very  ingenious  way.  They 
are  of  copper,  enamelled  green  to  represent  the  shape  and 
appearance  of  tropical  foliage,  and  the  beautiful  little  cut- 
glass  globes  are  in  the  form  of  flowers.  Handsome  orna- 
mental vases  stand  at  each  end  of  the  counter.  Argentina 
produces  a  little  cinchona-bark  in  the  north,  and  sarsa- 
parilla  is  a  common  creeper  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Bahia 
Blanca,  where  also  eucalyptus-trees  of  various  species  are 
common.  Linseed,  sugar-cane,  oranges,  peaches,  and  grapes 
are  produced.  In  Bahia  Blanca  the  ground  is  saturated 
with  saltpetre,  but  it  is  not  utilised  commercially.  The 
patent-medicine  trade  is  rampant  in  Argentina,  and  with 
a  highly  cosmopolitan  population  the  chemist  requires  to 
stock  a  bewildering  assortment  of  those  of  Spanish,  French, 
German,  and  British  origin.  Pharmacy  is  a  paying  business 
there.  The  largest  chemist's  shop  in  the  world  is  in  Buenos 
Aires,  and  the  owner  is  a  Scotchman  of  Edinburgh 
parentage.  He  is  reputed  to  make  an  income  from  his  phar 
macy  of  50,000^.  a  year.  Mr.  Brazier  also  gave  an  interest- 
ing description  of  a  series  of  lantern-slides  showing  the 
micro-crystalline  structure  of  steel,  nickel,  and  aluminium 
as  determined  by  Mr.  J.  E.  Stacey  Jones,  B.Sc,  of  Coven- 


try. He  suggested  that  a  pharmacist  with  a  microscope 
might  turn  his  attention  to  metallography,  especially  in  a 
manufacturing  district.  At  the  present  time  few  engineer- 
ing firms  have  laboratories  of  their  own  fitted  up  for  this 
work.  The  apparatus  was  not  elaborate  or  expensive. 
Three  or  four  felt-bobs  mounted  on  a  spindle  with  some 
arrangement  for  rapid  revolution  by  means  of  a  treadle,  a 
microscope,  and  camera  with  a  bull's-eye  condenser  are  all 
that  is  required. 

It  was  intimated  that  the  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co. 
prize,  a  copy  of  Remington's  "  Pharmacy,"  had  been 
awarded  to  Mr.  George  Dodds,  apprentice  to  Mr.  W.  Taylor 
Robson,  59  Great  Junction  Street,  Leith. 


West  Riding  Chemists'  Federation. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Grand  Restaurant,  Leeds,  on 
Tuesday  evening,  March  17.  Mr.  Arthur  Hanson  (Brad- 
ford), President,  was  in  the  chair. 

Pharmacy  Legislation 
was  the  subject  of  the  evening.      It  was  introduced  by 
Mr.  F.  Pilkington-Sargeant,  who  moved  the  following  : 
That  the  West  Riding  Federation  delegates  welcome  the 
insistence  of  the  personal  nature  of  the  title  in  the  Bill  to  be 
introduced  into  Parliament  on  behalf  of  the  PharmaceuticaS 
Society,  and  pledge  themselves  to  assist  whenever  possible 
the  President  and  Council  in  the  efforts  to  improve  the 
position  of  the  workers. 

Mr.  Sargeant  said  the  Bill  was  not  all  that  they  de- 
sired, and  he  especially  regretted  the  abandonment  of  the 
directorate  clause,  but  thought  that  could  not  be  helped. 
He  recalled  the  fact  that  the  Federation  had  always  put 
the  title  for  the  individual  as  the  first  essential  of  legisla- 
tion. Mr.  J.  H.  Beacock,  in  seconding  the  motion,  said  that 
the  proposed  poisons  schedule  would  need  careful  over- 
hauling. He  condemned  the  Government  Bill,  and 
thought  they  ought  to  use  every  means  in  their  power  tc* 
prevent  such  a  relaxation  of  the  restrictions  on  the  sale 
of  poisons  as  is  proposed  in  it.  Mr.  R.  C.  Walshaw 
agreed  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Council's  Bill  is  not  what 
chemists  are  entitled  to,  but  he  felt  that  it  contains  as 
much  as  they  will  get.  In  regard  to  the  Government  Bili 
he  said  the  Privy  Council  had  made  up  their  minds  that 
something  in  the  nature  of  the  licensed  dealer  was  going 
to  be  instituted.  They  ought,  of  course,  to  protest  against 
it  and  try  to  have  it  eliminated  ;  but  if  the  Privy  Council, 
in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  had  ab- 
solutely made  up  their  minds,  all  they,  as  chemists,  could 
try  to  do  was  to  minimise  the  thing  as  far  as  possible. 

Mr.  G.  Worfolk  did  not  see  much  harm  in  the  provision 
about  horticulturists  and  agriculturists.  His  experience 
of  sheep-dips  and  weed-killers  was  that  they  were  not 
worth  handling.  They  were  sold  by  gardeners  in  his  dis- 
trict, and  these  gardeners  got  them  direct  from  the 
makers.  Mr.  Blakeley  did  not  at  all  agree  with  Mr. 
Worfolk.  His  experience  in  the  country  districts  was 
that  the  bulk  of  these  things  at  present  are  purchased 
from  chemists,  and  he  thought  that  they  should  not  part 
willingly  with  even  the  smallest  item  of  their  privilege 
of  selling  poisons,  which  should  be  absolutely  in  the  hands 
of  the  chemist.  He  hoped  that  it  would  be  agreed  that 
everything  in  the  nature  of  the  transference  of  the  sale 
of  poisonous  compounds  would  be  resisted  to  the  utter- 
most. If  they  gave  way  in  regard  to  sheep-dips  and  weed- 
killers they  allowed  the  putting  in  of  the  thin  end  of  the 
wedge,  and  nobody  could  tell  where  it  would  stop. 
Mr.  R.  Broadhead  said  he  had  talked  with  many  chemists 
about  the  new  Bill,  and  in  the  opinion  of  practically  ali 
of  them  it  is  such  as  would  be  acceptable  to  the  whole  of 
the  trade. 

The  President  also  spoke  briefly,  and  was  followed  by- 
Mr.  Sargeant,  who  first  discussed  the  Government  Bill, 
especially  Clause  2  of  it,  describing  its  origin.    He  pro- 
ceeded to  speak  about  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  saying  that 
there  is  no  room  for  compromise  in  it.    At  the  suggestion- 
of  Mr.  Walshaw  the  motion  was  altered  to  read  as  follows  : 
The  West  Riding  Federation  welcomes  the  insistence  on 
the  personal  nature  of  the  titles  in  the  draft  Pharmacy  Bill, 
and,  this  insistence  being  uncompromisingly  maintained, 
pledges  itself  to  assist  in  every  possible  way  the  President 
and  Council  in  their  efforts  on  behalf  of  pharmacy. 
The  Government  Bill  was  then  taken  up  more  formally^ 
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fout  no  special  resolution  was  come  to.  Mr.  Broadhead 
remarked,  in  the  course  of  the  discussion,  that  whatever 
Bill  is  to  go  through,  they  must  insist  that  the  Pharmacy 
Council,  as  the  experts  on  pharmacy,  should  have  the  sole 
right  of  making  inclusions  and  exclusions  from  the  poisons 
schedule. 


Three  Towns  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  7  Whimple  Street,  Plymouth,  on 
Wednesday  evening,  March  11,  Mr.  R.  F.  Roper  in  the 
chair,  when  Mr.  C.  J.  Park  addressed  a  representative 
gathering  of  chemists  on 

Pharmacy  Legislation. 
He  explained  the  Pharmaceutical  Council's  Bill  and 
that  of  the  Government,  showing  that  the  latter  proposes 
to  throw  open  the  sale  of  poisons  when  intended  for  agri- 
cultural and  horticultural  purposes.  He  also  pointed  out 
that  the  shops  clause  will  apply  to  individuals,  but  not  to 
companies. — Mr.  Park  was  followed  by  Mr.  James  Cocks 
(Stonehouse),  who  opposed  Clause  2  of  the  Government  Bill 
•as,  chemists  being  fairly  distributed  over  the  country, 
agriculturists  have  not  made  out  a  good  case  in  spite  of 
ihe  finding  of  the  majority  of  the  Departmental  Committee. 
He  also  thought  a  time-limit  should  be  stated  to  make  it 
more  explicit. — Mr.  F.  W.  Hunt  supported  the  Council's 
Bill  as  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  especially  as  regards 
the  display  of  certificates. — Mr.  Ough  (Liskeard),  speaking 
as  a  country  chemist,  said  competition  is  very  keen  at 
present  in  Cornwall,  he  did  not  see  what  advantage  would 
be  gained  by  the  farmers  by  the  passing  of  the  Government 
measure. — Mr.  S.  R.  Williams  thought  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  did  not  seem  to  realise  the  necessity 
■of  opposing  the  creation  of  another  body  of  licensed  dealers 
in  poisons  which  virtually  gave  away  the  principle  of  the 
1868  Act,  and  was  of  opinion  that  the  additional  facilities 
provided  in  the  Government  Bill  are  not  actually  asked 
for  or  required  by  farmers  and  others  in  the  country  dis- 
tricts.— Mr.  F.  A.  Spear  was  not  altogether  in  favour  of 
the  curriculum  clause,  unless  the  Bill  at  the  same  time 
guaranteed  the  position  of  the  chemist. — Mr.  W.  Condy 
U'Ren  pointed  out  that  whereas  under  Section  15  of  the 
1868  Act  the  penalty  incurred  is  5/. ,  under  the  new  Bill  of 
the  Council  it  is  "not  exceeding"  5?. — Mr.  Roper  men- 
tioned that  the  Government  Bill  reserved  the  right  to  the 
Privy  Council  to  extend  the  list  of  poisonous  substances 
which  might  be  retailed  by  this  new  class  of  licensed  dealers, 
and  this  fact  was  of  itself  of  vital  importance  to  all  con- 
cerned. 

Mr.  Park,  in  reply,  pointed  out  that  the  Council's  Bill  by 
no  means  represents  what  they  would  have  desired  to  have 
put  forward  on  behalf  of  chemists,  but  they  had  to  consider 
rather  what  is  possible  under  existing  circumstances. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Goodwin  (Mutley)  said  he  would  fight  the 
matter  to  the  bitter  end,  as  there  was  no  real  urgency  for 
the  new  class  of  dealers,  and  no  evidence  had  been  produced 
to  prove  that  chemists  as  a  class  are  unwilling  to  cater  for 
this  trade.    He  moved 

That  this  meeting  of  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  while  fully  approving-  of  the  draft  Bill  of  the 
Council  and  pledging  themselves  to  use  every  legitimate 
effort  to  support  it,  hopes  that  the  Council  will  oppose  to  its 
utmost  Clause  2  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  now 
before  the  House  of  Lords. 

This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Jas.  Cocks,  and  carried  unani- 
mously. 

Council  Election. 
The  Chairman  brought  before  the  meeting  the  fact  of 
Mr.  Park's  term  of  office  as  Councillor  expiring  in  May, 
and  hoped  he  would  see  his  way  to  allow  his  name  to  go 
forward  again.    Mr.  F.  W.  Hunt  proposed 

That  this  meeting  of  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  resident  in  Three  Towns  and  district  desires  to 
express  its  appreciation  of  the  time  given  and  services 
rendered  to  their  interests  by  Mr.  C.  J.  Park,  and  to  pledge 
themselves  to  do  their  utmost  to  secure  his  return  as  member 
of  Council. 

Mr.  James  Cocks  seconded,  and  the  motion  was  carried 
with  acclamation. — Mr.  Park  acknowledged  the  compli- 
ment, and  said  he  was  quite  willing  to  stand  again. 

Mr.  Barge,  divisional  secretary  for  Plymouth,  reported 
•on  the  Bristol  local  organisation  meeting,  and  this  was  the 
subject  of  some  conversation  before  the  meeting  closed. 


North-East  Lancashire  Association. 

A  Crowded  Meeting  was  held  in  the  Bute  Cafe,  Black- 
burn, on  Thursday  evening,  March  12,  when  an  address  on 
Bacteria 

was  delivered  by  Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant,  F.C.S.,  of 
Leeds.   Mr.  C.  A.  Critchley  (President)  occupied  the  chair. 

The  lecturer  first  dealt  with  the  history  of  bacteriology 
from  the  discovery  of  micro-organisms  by  Lleuwenhoek 
in  the  fifteenth  century,  touching  upon  the  controversy 
as  to  their  origin  and  the  investigations  which  led  to  their 
inclusion  in  the  vegetable  kingdom.  The  classification  of 
bacteria  was  explained  in  the  methods  of  reproduction 
illustrated  by  interesting  slides.  The  principal  pathogenic 
organisms  being  shown  and  methods  of  identification 
indicated.  The  lecturer  then  surveyed  the  various  theories 
which  have  been  advanced  to  explain  the  actions  of  anti- 
toxins, illustrated  the  estimation  of  the  opsonic  index,  and 
suggested  that  opsonins  might  be  internal  secretions  allied 
to  the  harmones  of  the  thyroid  gland,  pituitary  bodies,  etc. 
He  explained  the  uses  of  micro-organism  in  agriculture, 
sewage  treatment,  brewing,  and  the  manufacture  of  vine- 
gar, indigo,  cheese,  etc.  ;  also  the  therapeutic  uses  of 
Bacillus  acidi  lactici.  After  the  lecture  the  President  and 
other  members  put  various  questions,  to  which  Mr.  Sargeant 
replied,  the  following  being  the  more  interesting  points  : — 
The  Chairman  asked  how  beer-yeast  and  "  wild  "  yeast 
are  separated  ?  The  lecturer  explained  that  many  cultiva- 
tions of  yeast  are  made,  and  as  soon  as  enough  of  the 
proper  kind  are  obtained  they  are  used. 

The  Chairman  :  Is  dandruff  in  the  hair  caused  by  a  micro- 
organism ? — The  Lecturer  :  Yes,  but  that  is  all  I  know  about 
it  (laughter). 

Mr.  Rennie  remarked  that  a  few  weeks  ago  he  discovered 
a  sort  of  fungus  in  a  bottle  of  extract  of  malt — almost  like 
a  mushroom.  The  traveller  of  the  firm  he  got  it  from 
denied  that  it  was  a  fungus,  and  suggested  it  was  really  a 
sugar  incrustation.  The  lecturer  said  he  could  not  account 
for  any  fungus  in  extract  of  malt  properly  made — or  even 
for  a  sugar  crystallisation.  It  is  not  a  suitable  medium  for 
a  fungus,  but  some  "  fungoid  growths  "  could  exist  upon  it. 
Perhaps  the  bottle  was  dirty  ? — Mr.  Rennie  :  I  opened  half- 
a-dozen  bottles,  and  there  was  the  same  appearance  in 
different  stages  of  development. 

Mr.  Hindle  said  it  seemed  a  great  pity  that  pharmacists 
should  have  let  bacteriology  slip  out  of  their  hands  into 
those  of  specialists,  who  had  more  chance  of  acquiring 
knowledge  through  practice,  though  not  through  real  train- 
ing. (Hear,  hear.)  As  one  who  had  been  vaccinated  and 
had  small-pox  he  objected  to  vaccination,  and  he  was 
pleased  to  say  that  in  the  Education  Committee  that  day  he 
had  succeeded  in  getting  through  the  first  boy-teacher  in 
Blackburn  who  had  not  been  vaccinated.  The  idea  that 
influenza  is  due  to  a  microbe  in  the  stomach,  and  that  the 
way  to  cure  it  is  to  pour  in  quantities  of  a  famous  mixture — 
(laughter) — was  a  good  one — for  the  chemist.  (Laughter.) 
He  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lecturer,  which  Mr.  W. 
Holt  seconded. 

Mr.  Ward  supported,  and  the  meeting  carried.  Mr. 
Sargeant  acknowledged. 


Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  general  meeting  of  medical  men  and  pharmacists  con- 
vened by  this  Association  was  held  in  the  rooms  of  the 
Chemical  Club,  Victoria  Hotel,  Manchester,  on  Wednesday 
evening,  March  11,  Mr.  George  S.  Woolley  (President)  in 
the  chair.   The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  discuss 

"  The  B.P.  Codex." 

The  Chairman  introduced  the  subject  in  an  appreciative 
speech,  objecting,  however,  to  the  title  of  the  book,  saying 
that  he  could  find  no  satisfactory  explanation  of  the  word 
"Codex."  He  referred  to  the  criticisms  that  had  been 
passed  upon  it  as  well  as  the  praise  it  had  received  from 
pharmacists,  medical  practitioners,  and  others. 

Mr.  G.  Pinchbeck,  Ph.C,  F.C.S.,  then  read  the  first 
paper,  which  referred  to  the  chemistry  of  the  book.  He 
criticised  rather  severely  the  inadequate  descriptions  of 
standardisation  processes,  the  adoption  of  international 
atomic  weights  in  association  with  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia test  solutions,  and  the  constitutional  formulae.  Mr. 
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Pinchbeck  also  spoke  in  appreciation  of  the  prominence 
given  to  the  metric  system,  and  commented  upon  a  number 
of  individual  monographs. 

Mr.  James  Grier  then  read  notes  on  the  book  from  the 
preserver's  point  of  view.  He  classified  and  described  the 
[  various  classes  of  preparations  which  may  be  employed  for 
rendering  medicines  more  palatable,  namely,  flavouring, 
colouring,  and  sweetening  agents ;  next,  preparations 
for  the  toilet;  and,  lastly,  preparations  having^  anti- 
septic, detergent  and  disinfectant  properties.  Finally 
he  offered  some  suggestions  with  regard  to  the  nomen- 
clature and  classification  of  such  classes  of  prepara- 
tions as  the  liquores,  glycerina,  and  mellia,  distinguishing 
those  which  are  intended  for  internal  administration  from 
those  whose  chief  or  only  use  is  for  external  or  local  appli- 
cation ;  and  enumerated  a  list  of  articles  which  he  thought 
should  have  been  included  in  the  book.  These  observations 
Mr.  Grier  elaborated,  especially  referring  to  the  present- 
day  requirement  of  elegance  in  medicine,  and  indicating 
directions  in  which  this  may  be  met. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Franklin  next  spoke  about  the  formulae  for 
galenical  preparations,  and  commented  upon  a  number  of 
i  them  in  appreciative  terms.    With  one  or  two  exceptions 
the  preparations  which  Mr.  Franklin  discussed  have  been 
fully  dealt  with  in  the  C.  tfc  D .  when  the  works  of  the 
■  authors  were  reported — e.g.,  acetone  collodion,  acetum  can- 
i  tharidini,  chloroform  aconiti,  elixir  of  pine,  terpin,  and 
;  aceto-morphine,  these  formulae  being  highly  praised,  and  as 
:  liberally  was  the.  way  of  making  tasteless  liquid  extract  of 
cascara  condemned.    Mr.  Franklin  also  commented  upon 
I  certain  duplications  in  the  volume,  and  in  opposition  to  Mr. 
,  Pinchbeck  commended  the  standardisation  processes. 

Professor  R.  M.  Wild,  M.D.,  in  opening  the  discussion 
,  on  the  papers,  congratulated  the  Association  upon  them, 
and  also  upon  the  part  which  Mr.  Kirkby  had  taken  in  the 
preparation  of  the  book.  He  considered  that  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  will  in  course  of  time  tend  to  become 
smaller  in  size,  and  one  result  of  that  will  be  that  such 
hooks  as  "  The  B.P.  Codex  "  may  become  more  necessary. 
Going  over  the  "  Codex  "  roughly  he  found  that  it  seemed 
to  be  made  up  of  the  following  groups  of  preparations  : 

(1)  Those  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  (and  he  regretted 
that  they  were  not  so  indicated) ; 

(2)  Those  from  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  (the  very 
■vitals  of  which  had  been  extracted  for  this  purpose) ; 

(3)  Formulae  from  Hospital  Pharmacopoeia  ;  and 

(4)  A  group  of  proprietary  preparations. 

Professor  Wild  then  referred  to  Mr.  Grier's  remarks  on 
colouring  and   flavouring  matters   as   aids  to  galenical 

1  elegance,  and  proceeded  to  speak  about  the  pharmacological 
notes,  agreeing  that  the  inclusion  of  these  is  a  somewhat 
debatable  matter.  Mr.  Kirkby  continued  the  discussion. 
Speaking  as  one  who  had  been  associated  in  the  compilation, 

i  he  said  that  many  of  the  criticisms  that  had  been  levelled  at 
the  "  Codex  "  had  been  present  in  the  minds  of  the  com- 
pilers, and  he  defended  the  action  of  the  committee  in  not 
drawing  hard  and  fast  lines  as  to  standards  for  drugs  and 
chemicals.  Messrs.  Walton,  H.  Garnett,  Butcher,  and 
Bates  also  spoke,  and  on  the  motion  of  the  President, 
seconded  by  Councillor  Kemp,  the  contributors  of  papers 
were  heartily  thanked  for  them. 


North  Staffs  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Roebuck  Hotel,  Stoke-on-Trent, 
on  Thursday  evening,  March  12,  Mr.  Edmund  Jones,  of 
Hanley  (President)  in  the  chair.  Among  those  present 
were:  Messrs.  J.  B.  Blades  (Leek),  Weston  Poole  (New- 
castle-under-Lyme),  T.  Bentley  (Stoke),  Hon.  Secretary,  H. 
Blades  (Leek),  T.  C.  Cornwell  (Hanley),  A.  G.  Cope  (Tun- 
stall),  W.  B.  Allison  (Stoke),  J.  H.  Bates  (North  Staffs 
Infirmary),  E.  Griffiths  (Kids  grove),  W.  H.  Kemp  (Fenton), 
W.  D.  Edge  (Wol stanton),  E.  E.  Corner  (Hanley),  and 
J.  A.  Dale  (Stoke). 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
The  President  said  in  regard  to  this  measure  that  chemists 
should  rouse  themselves,  and  show  to  their  members  of 
Parliament  that  they  have  great  interests  at  stake,  and  are 
determined  to  fight  if  necessary  for  their  own  protection. 
In  the  Bill  a  clause  must  be  included  restricting  the  title 
"chemist"  to  registered  persons,  otherwise  the  Bill  would 


be  absolutely  useless  as  a  Pharmacy  Bill  and  disastrous  to 
a  great  many,  especially  agricultural  chemists. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Blades  (Leek)  said  they  had  been  examined  to 
dispense  poisons,  and  now  it  was  proposed  to  take  some 
poisons  from  them.  It  was  the  thin  end  of  the  wedge.  He 
lived  in  a  splendid  agricultural  district,  and  had  never  heard, 
any  complaint  from  farmers  of  any  difficulty  in  getting 
what  they  required.  He  wanted  to  know  what  local 
authority  is  to  regulate  licences  under  the  Bill. 

Mr.  Allison  :  Perhaps  it  will  be  the  Education  Authority. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr.  Blades,  continuing,  said  the  Bill  would  need  to  bet 
thoroughly  overhauled  in  Committee.  This  was  simply  an 
agitation  by  interested  manufacturers  who  want  to  supply 
the  weed-killers  and  find  fresh  markets.  Not  a  word  was 
said  about  the  dangerous  poisons  used  in  photography. 
They  must  "wake  up,"  as  the  Prince  of  Wales  said,  and 
fight  desperately  for  their  interests. 

Mr.  Weston  Poole  (Treasurer)  thought  portions  of  the 
Bill  ought  to  be  opposed  tooth  and  nail.  They  were  going 
to  introduce  a  fresh  lot  of  sellers  of  poisons  directly  con- 
trary to  the  Pharmacy  Act.  For  what  had  they  qualified 
if  not  to  sell  these  poisons?  He  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  Clause  3  does  riot  say  anything  about  companies; 
he  thought  that  most  iniquitous.  The  clause  imposed  con- 
ditions on  the  qualified  man  which  it  does  not  intend, 
apparently,  to  impose  on  the  unqualified.  He  wished  the 
Society  years  ago  had  abolished  the  widows  clause.  That 
might  have  been  hard  on  a  few,  but  it  would  have  been 
best  for  the  many.  If  they  were  going  to  retain  the  widows 
clause  he  did  not  see  how  they  were  going  to  get  the  qualified 
director  or  directorate.  Thousands  of  people  thought  that 
these  companies  are  qualified.  If  they  gave  up  the  direc- 
torate clause  they  were  officially  sanctioning  the  covering 
of  the  unqualified  man  by  the  qualified  man.  He  could 
not  see  why  in  a  short  time  it  would  not  be  possible  for 
any  unqualified  man  to  start  a  chemist's  business  and  run 
it  provided  he  had  a  qualified  assistant  who  will  have  his 
name  on  the  labels  while  all  the  time  the  owner  will  be 
unqualified. 

The  Chairman  pointed  out  that  there  was  nothing  now 
to  prevent  an  unqualified  person  financing  a  qualified  man 
so  long  as  the  unqualified  man  did  not  retail  the  poisons. 

Mr.  Poole  pointed  out  that  the  Privy  Council  had  never 
before  on  their  own  initiative  taken  from  or  added  to  the 
poisons  schedule.  Now  there  was  a  clause  in  the  Bill  giving 
them  this  power  without  consulting  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  The  Government  Bill,  he  added,  ignores  the 
Society  altogether. 

After  a  long  discussion  the  President  moved,  and  Mr. 
Weston  Poole  seconded,  the  following  resolution  : 

This  meeting  of  the  North  Staffs  Chemists'  Association 
supports  the  action  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  with 
re°rard  to  their  new  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  trusts  that  they 
will  continue  to  use  their  utmost  endeavours  to  secure  the 
title  of  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist  to 
duly  qualified  and  registered  person  or  persons. 
The  Association  desired  to  call  the  Society's  attention 
to  the  following  : 

1.  That  this  Association  views  with  alarm  the  exclusion 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  power  with  regard  to 
alteration  of  the  schedule  of  poisons  in  the  Government  Bill, 
Clause  2,  Subclause  1,  and  suggests  that  in  this  clause  after 
the  word  "council"  should  be  added  the  words  "after 
consultation  with  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society." 

2.  In  regard  to  Clause  2,  Subsection  2  of  the  Govern- 
ment Bill,  public  notices  of  application  should  be  given, 
evidence  admitted,  or  objections  heard  before  the  licence  is 
granted. 

3.  That  Clause  3  does  not  include  an  unqualified  in- 
dividual or  individuals,  and  should  state  that  the  name  of 
the  manager  should  be  placed  conspicuously  outside  and 
inside  the  premises. 

The  resolution  and  the  above  recommendations  were 
unanimously  carried. 

Other  Business.— Mr.  E.  Griffiths,  silver  medallist  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  who  is  establishing  a  local 
School  of  Pharmacy,  then  read  a  paper  on  the  "  Codex," 
in  which  he  criticised  numerous  items  in  a  very  interesting 
manner.  Mr.  Jones  paid  Mr.  Griffiths  a  high  compliment 
on  the  value  of  the  paper.    The  question  of  a  picnic  came 
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up.  The  Wolverhampton  Association  wrote  suggesting  that  I 
The  Wrekin,  in  Shropshire,  would  be  a  suitable  place  to 
hold  a  combined  picnic  in  the  summer  with  the  North  Staffs 
Association.  It  would  be  difficult  for  the  Birmingham 
Association  to  join,  as  the  half-holiday  in  Birmingham  does 
not  fall  on  the  same  day.  The  President  said  it  had  always 
been  his  idea  to  have  "A  Staffs  County  Picnic,"  and  he 
hoped  Birmingham  would  yet  find  it  possible  to  join 
them — Birmingham  had  done  it  before.  A  committee,  con- 
sisting of  the  President  and  Messrs.  Allison,  Cornwell,  and 
Bentley,  were  appointed  to  deal  with  the  matter.  Mr.  Jones  i 
pointed  out  this  was  the  last  meeting  and  they  were  just 
"warming  up."  In  the  event  of  anything  important  crop- 
ping up  with  regard  to  the  Pharmacy  Bills  it  was  decided 
to  call  a  special  meeting.

Calcium  Cblorioc. 

By  R.  C.  Cowley,  Ph.C. 


DURING  the  last  few  years  in  the  Liverpool  district,  and 
probably  in  other  districts,  calcium  chloride  has  been 
frequently  ordered  by  medical  men,  and  as  this  salt  is  often 
found  in  chemists'  shops  in  several  forms  a  certain  amount 
of  doubt  has  arisen  as  to  what  calcium  chloride  actually  is. 
On  one  occasion  I  was  shown  three  different  varieties  and 
was  invited  to  express  an  opinion  as  to  which  was  the  B.P. 
article. 

The  salt  now  official  is  that  containing  two  molecules  of 
water,  obtained  by  heating  calcium  chloride  to  200°  C.  It  is 
described  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  as  occurring  in  dry,  white, 
very  deliquescent  masses.  The  fully  hydrated  salt,  which 
contains  six  molecules  of  water,  and  compounds  with  vary- 
ing amounts  of  water  down  to  the  anhydrous  form,  are 
commercially  obtainable.  The  appearance  of  the  salt  is 
comparatively  little  guide  in  judging  of  the  amount  of  water 
it  contains,  for  a  salt  containing  three  molecules  of  water  is 
very  similar  in  appearance  to  one  with  two  molecules.  The 
simplest  and  most  rapid  means  of  estimating  the  amount  of 
water  in  the  salt  is  to  titrate  it  by  means  of  a  normal 
solution  of  sodium  carbonate  at  a  temperature  of  about 
100°  C,  using  phenolphthalein  as  an  indicator.  The  end  of 
the  reaction  is  quite  sharp.  An  inexperienced  operator  will 
be  somewhat  disconcerted  by  the  appearance  of  pink  colour 
or.  the  addition  of  phenolphthalein  to  the  solution  of  some 
samples,  but  this  disappears  on  running  in  the  solution  of 
sodium  carbonate.  I  may  observe  that  it  is  possible  to 
obtain  calcium  chloride  B.P.  quite  neutral,  but  an  alkaline 
condition  is  of  more  common  occurrence. 

The  object  of  this  short  note  is  to  put  dispensing1  chemists 
on  their  guard  in  dispensing  this  salt;  and  I  furthermore 
might  suggest  that  in  ordering  it  from  the  wholesale  dealer  it 
would  be  well  to  make  it  clear  that  the  B.P.  salt  is  the  one 
required.

ALTHOUGH  it  cannot  be  said  that  business  shows  any 
tangible  improvement  in  drugs  and  chemicals,  there 
is  a  steady  undertone  in  most  articles,  with  few  new 
features  to  report.  Among  fine  chemicals,  cocaine  1  has 
again  created  most  interest,  the  market  having  rallied  con- 
siderably. Morphine  and  salts  have  declined  6c?.,  more  as 
the  result  of  second-hand  liquidation  than  any  weakness 
in  opium.  Citric  acid  is  again  easier,  and  citrates  were 
reduced  a  further  penny  last  Friday.  Tartaric  acid  is  also 
the  turn  easier.  Potassium  bromide  is,  if  anything,  just  a 
shade  firmer.  Quinine  has  also  a  firmer  tendency,  with  small 
sales.  Alterations  in  heavy  chemicals  include  an  advance  in 
ammonia  sulphate  and  iron  sulphate.  Lead  salts  and  oxalic 
acid  have  an  easier  tendency.  In  drugs,  the  business  in  new 
Norwegian  cod-liver  oil  is  somewhat  small,  although  present 
prices  are  inviting.  Chamomiles  and  henbane  are  in  fair 
demand.  Agar-agar  has  realised  extreme  rates.  Cascara 
sagrada  is  being  offered  cheaply.  Senega  is  steady.  Menthol 
and  peppermint  oil  continue  slow.  Crude  camphor  is  held 
for  higher  prices.  Other  changes  include  higher  prices  for 
turpentine,  rape  and  cottonseed  oils,  and  cheaper  prices  for 
shellac  and  isinglass.  The  table  below  indicates  the  chief 
movements  :

H'-avy  Chemicals. 

[These  prices  are  for  market  centres  other  than  London.~\ 
General  business  in  the  heavy-chemical  market  is  of  a 
somewhat  quiet  nature,  the  demand  for  export  especially 
being  on  the  slack  side.  As  regards  home  trade,  existing  con- 
tracts are  being  taken  out  fairly  well,  but  new  business  is  not 
brisk.  Values  are  on  the  whole  steady,  and  do  not  fluctuate 
much. 

Alkali-produce. — For  some  markets  bleaching-powder  is 


in  rather  heavier  demand.  Ammonia  alkali  and  soda-crystals 
are  on  the  quiet  side,  while  saltcake  is  very  steady,  with 
supplies  scarce. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  has  a  distinctly  firmer  tone,  both  on 
prompt  and  forward  account,  and  there  has  been  an  increased 
demand  both  for  home  and  export.

10s.,  brown  acetate 
of  lead  21?.  10s.  to  22?.,  and  nitrate  of  lead  27?.  10s.  to  27?.  15s., 
all  per  ton  less  2i  per  cent.  Glasgow. 

Magnesium-salts  keep  very  steady,  and  move  fairly  briskly 
at  old  rates.  Sulphate  60s.  to  62s.  6d.  per  ton,  chloride  65s.  to 
67s.  6c?.  per  ton,  and  carbonate  37s.  6c?.  to  40s.  per  cwt. 

Green  Copperas  still  maintains  a  very  firm  tone,  and  is  in 
active  demand  for  both  home  and  export.  Best  Lancashire 
makes  42s.  6cZ.  to  45s.  per  ton  f.o.b.  Liverpool,  and  Welsh  17s. 
to  18s.  per  ton  in  bulk  free  on  rails. 

Recovered  Sulphur,  although  perhaps  not  in  such  heavy 
demand  as  of  late,  nevertheless  keeps  very  steady.  Supply  is 
somewhat  better,  and  ruling  figures  are  about  4?.  17s.  6c?.  to 
5?.  per  ton  free  on  rails  in  bags. 

Superphosphates  of  Lime  meet  with  fair  inquiry  on  the 
basis  of  from  47s.  6c?.  to  52s.  6c?.  per  ton  f.o.r.  or  f.o.b.  for 
26  per  cent.,  with  usual  extras  for  higher  strengths. 

American  Drug-market. 

Neio  York,  March  12. 

Little  change  has  taken  place  in  the  drug-business  here, 
the  same  tone  of  conservatism  marking  all  operations.  The 
interval  has  proved  rather  uneventful  as  regards  fluctua- 
tions, and  only  those  of  camphor  and  spearmint  oil  are 
worthy  of  special  note.  Opium  continues  somewhat  steady. 
Bismuth  and  iodides  are  unchanged  at  last  week's  declines. 

Aloes. — The  market  has  been  slightly  disturbed  by  recent 
arrivals,  and  the  range  of  quotations  for  Curacao  continues 
wide  at  7c.  to  9c,  with  sales  reported  at  7jc.  Other 
varieties  have  not  quotably  altered. 

Camphor  (Refined). — The  easy  tendency  is  now  more  pro- 
nounced, the  reduction  noted  last  week  having  been  fol- 
lowed by  a  further  cut  to  64c.  for  bulk. 

Canada  Balsam  is  moving  slowly,  but  the  limited  supply  is 
controlled  by  fewer  hands,  and  prices  have  been  marked  up 
to  $3.75  to  $4.00.  Owing  to  fresh  arrivals  from  producing- 
areas,  Oregon  fir  is  cheaper  at  $1.40  to  $1.50  as  to  quantity. 

Cascara  Sagrada  continues  to  show  weakness  by  reason  of 
the  absence  of  interest  in  large  parcels,  and  quotations  are 
considered  merely  nominal  at  8£c.  to  10c,  according  to  seller 
and  quantity.  . 

Copaiba  is  moving  pretty  freely  into  consuming  channels 
at  the  former  prices  of  45c.  to  50c.  for  C.  and  S.  American  ; 
48c.  has  been  accepted  for  Angostura.  Para  is  steady  at  85c. 
to  95c. 

Hydrastis  has  developed  little  of  further  interest.  Quota- 
tions range  from  $1.95  for  small  lots  to  $2  to  $2.10  for  the 
larger  supplies.  The  local  stock  of  high-grade  manufacturing 
is  said  to  be  under  close  control,  so  that  higher  prices  would 
not  be  surprising. 

Lithium  Carbonate. — Owing  to  keen  competition,  prices 
have  been  further  reduced,  as  low  as  42c.  being  acceptable 
for  large  quantities ;  50c.  to  55c.  are  the  usual  jobbing  prices 
quoted. 

Opium  continues  slow  of  sale,  despite  the  favourable  con- 
ditions at  primary  sources.  Recently  case  sales  have  been 
made  at  $4.50,  but  this  price  is  also  applicable  to  broken  lots, 
which  at  present  constitute  the  bulk  of  the  movement.  Prices 
of  powdered  are,  as  a  rule,  more  subject  to  competition,  and 
shading  of  the  current  quotations  is  reported. 

Peppermint  Oil  (American). — Western  dealers  seem  pretty 
favourably  impressed  with  the  statistical  position  in  the 
primary  markets,  where  stocks  are  said  to  be  low.  On  spot 
prices  are  rather  firm  at  $1.65  to  $1.75  for  tin  oil,  but  there  is 
little  business  doing.    (See  cable.) 

Peru  Balsam  is  in  plentiful  supply,  and  competition  in  a 
dull  market  has  again  ruduced  values,  $1.75  being  the  basis 
of  recent  sales. 

Senega  ha=  been  freely  taken  during  the  week;  46c  is  still 
quoted,  but  the  market  is  very  firm. 

Spearmint  Oil. — Under  conditions  of  scarcity  and  unusual 
demand  for  flavouring-purposes,  prices  have  advanced  to 
$5.50  to  $6.00,  but  only  small  lots  are  offered,  the  main  sup- 
plies ha'N  ing  been  secured  some  time  ago. 

Dominican  Lime=juice. 

Speaking  at  the  opening  of  the  Dominican  Legislative 
Council  in  February,  Mr.  Douglas  Young  stated  that 
126,800  gals,  of  concentrated  lime-juice,  valued  at  49,150?., 
was  exported  during  1907,  a  small  increase  on  the  quantity 
exported  in  1906,  but  an  increase  in  declared  value  of  some 
11,000?. ;  234,238  gals,  of  raw  lime-juice  was  exported,  valued 
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at  8,784/v  an  increase  of  60,700  gals,  and  2,239/.  over  the  pre- 
ceding year.  An  interesting  feature  in  connection  with  the 
lime  industry  is  the  development  of  the  manufacture  of 
citrate  of  lime,  which  was  commenced  in  1906,  in  which  year 
36  tons  was  exported.  This  figure  was  trebled  last  year, 
when  119  tons,  valued  at  7,761/.,  left  the  island. 

The  End  of  the  Sulphur  Crisis. 

The  "  Koln.  Zeit."  states  that  negotiations  between  the 
principal  Italian  producers  and  the  representatives  of  the 
American  mines  have  resulted  in  a  settlement,  and  the  crisis 
in  the  sulphur-market  may  be  considered  at  an  end.  By  this 
agreement  complete  freedom  of  trade  for  both  sides  in  the 
various  markets  is  guaranteed,  and  forces  are  to  be  concen- 
trated in  such  a  way  as  to  extend  the  consumption  in  all 
markets.  A  considerable  increase  in  consumption  is  desired 
in  order  that  the  necessary  profit  may  be  realised,  and  with 
regard  to  this  point  it  was  decided,  in  order  to  strengthen 
and  stimulate  the  sulphur-market,  that  prices  should  corre- 
spond to  the  demand  of  the  industry.  The  Italian  Govern- 
ment, moreover,  have  agreed  to  make  certain  changes  in  the 
Consorzio  law,  by  which  the  sulphur  question  is  regulated  in 
Sicily,  so  that  it  may  be  better  adapted  to  the  requirements 
of  the  industry. 

Ceylon  Cardamoms. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Planters'  Association  of  Ceylon 
for  1907  states  that  the  crop  has  been  a  fair  average  and  of 
good  quality.  The  demand  from  India  for  the  green-dried 
considerably  increased  during  the  year,  the  shipments  to 
India  having  now  exceeded  the  total  shipments  to  the  United 
Kingdom  by  65,200  lb.,  while  shipments  of  bleached  to  Ger- 
many have  fallen  off.  Turkey  has  taken  8,300  lb.  more  than 
in  1906.  The  total  shipments  have  exceeded  the  estimate  by 
89,495  lb.,  due  probably  to  a  larger  balance  carried  forward 
from  1906  than  was  estimated.  The  cess  of  lc.  per  lb.  col- 
lected for  two  years  lapsed  on  October  1,  and  an  appropria- 
tion of  Rs.  10,000  was  sanctioned  by  the  Government  from 
the  fund  for  the  distribution  of  sr.mples  and  pamphlets 
through  the  courtesy  of  the  various  Consuls  and  others  who 
kindly  forwarded  cases  containing  cardamoms  in  ^-lb.  tins 
to  agents  for  distribution  in  the  countries  they  represent. 
The  balance  at  credit  of  cardamom  cess  fund  is  Rs.  12,900. 
It  is  believed  that  only  a  very  limited  area  of  land  is  suitable 
for  the  profitable  cultivation,  and  many  of  the  cardamoms 
planted  a  few  years  ago  have  been  rooted  out  and  planted 
with  tea,  which  grows  well  in  old  cardamom  land.  The  total 
area  now  under  cardamoms  is  8,451  acres  corrected  to 
August  last.  Two  years  ago  9,000  acres  were  under.  The 
crop  for  1908  is  not  expected  to  exceed  700,000  lb.,  as  very 
little  of  1907  crop  is  being  carried  forward  to  1908.  The  cost 
of  curing  has  been  considerably  reduced  by  the  increased 
demand  for  green-dried  and  by  the  introduction  of  the  carda- 
mom-clipping machine,  which  has  taken  the  place  of  hand- 
chpping.

Acid,  Citric— With  a  very  dull  market  prices  have 
further  eased,  business  having  been  done  at  Is.  2±d.  per  lb., 
at  which  there  are  sellers  of  either  English  or  foreign.

Agar-agar  continues  scarce,  and  for  small  lots  of  No.  1 
quality  2s.  6d.  per  lb.  has  been  paid. 

Aloes. — The  parcel  of  six  cases  Zanzibar,  in  skins,  offered 
last  week  at  auction,  has  since  been  sold. 

Antimony. — On  the  spot  Japanese  crude  is  still  quoted 
251.,  and  for  arrival  221.  c.i.f.  is  quoted. 

Balsam  Copaiba. — The  last  business  in  genuine  Maranham 
appears  to  have  been  done  at  2s.  Qd.  per  lb.  net  in  Liverpool, 
but  holders  have  now  withdrawn. 

Bromides. — The  prices  of  potassium  bromide  appear  to 
have  touched  their  lowest,  as,  although  German  is  obtainable 
at  6d.  per  lb.  net  for  immediate  delivery,  a  higher  price  is 
asked  on  forward  account.  American  and  English  makes 
are  practically  on  the  same  level,  at,  say,  from  6^d.  to  6^d. 
per  lb.

6c?.  c.i.f.,  which  has  prevented 
business.

38s.  c.i.f.,  which  indicates  that  American  manufacturers, 
whose  stocks  must  be  very  low,  have  commenced  buying 
again.

For  arrival  the  sales  include  March- 
May  shipment  at  4f§6?.  per  lb.  c.i.f.,  and  for  delivery  busi- 
ness has  been  on  a  moderate  scale,  including  March-May  at 
5frd. 

Coca-leaves. — At  auction  at  Amsterdam  145  packages 
Java  and  Ceylon  coca-leaves  will  be  offered  at  auction;  23 
packages  Ceylon  have  arrived  in  London. 

Cocaine. — The  market  shows  a  distinct  improvement  since 
last  week,  inasmuch  as  the  flow  of  orders  resulting  from 
the  unique  situation  has  compelled  makers  to  advance  their 
prices  on  several  occasions,  and  after  selling  fairly  large 
quantities  most  of  them  have  temporarily  withdrawn  from 
the  market,  or  will  only  submit  offers.  As  intimated  last 
week,  business  was  done  at  5s.  Wd.  and  5s.  9d.,  less  5  per 
cent,  for  so-called  "  outside  "  makes,  but  these  figures  were 
only  momentary,  as  the  price  of  crude  advanced  10  per 
cent,  in  Hamburg,  thus  creating  an  interesting  situation 
for  those  makers  who  were  booking  orders  at  cost  or  below. 
The  makers  of  the  leading  brands  advanced  their  prices  to 
6s.  2d.  and  subsequently  to  6s.  5d.,  at  which  further  busi- 
ness was  done.  Early  in  the  week  this  latter  price  was 
withdrawn,  and  up  to  6s.

Opium. — A  Smyrna  correspondent  writes  on  March  7 
that  the  present  deplorable  market  conditions  continue, 
owing  to  the  attitude  of  holders  who  endeavour  to  take 
advantage  of  the  slightest  demand  to  force  up  prices.  It 
was  thought  the  price  of  126  piastres  paid  for  the  two  cases 
last  week. was  definitely  fixed,  but  129  piastres  had  to  be 
paid  for  the  second  case.  This  again  put  a  stop  to  business, 
which  seemed  about  to  become  slightly  more  animated. 
The  arrivals  in  Smyrna  amount  to  1,358  cases,  against  3,176 
cases  last  year  on  the  same  date.  Considering  the  abnormal 
conditions  which  have  been  apparent  during  the  whole  of 
this  campaign,  it  is  possible  that,  in  spite  of  the  rise  this 
week,  some  5  to  10  cases  extra  Karahissar  may  be  sold  at 
126  piastres  after  a  lull  of  three  or  four  days,  but  it  would 
be  difficult  to  obtain  a  larger  quantity  even  at  higher  prices, 
for,  as  has  been  stated,  the  large  holders  are  maintaining 
the  strictest  reserve.  Another  correspondent  writes  on 
March  13  that  a  forced  sale  of  7  baskets  of  current  Kara- 
hissar t.q.  was  made  at  auction  by  the  Turkish  Government 
at  13s.  per  lb.  for  account  of  a  large  native  holder.  _  Besides 
the  bazaar  sellers  who  came  forward  to  bid  for  this  parcel, 
several  shippers  representing  American  and  English  firms 
offered  up  to  12s.  6d.,  but  after  this  figure  they  all  with- 
drew and  left  the  field  open  to  the  native  dealers.  Rain 
is  much  needed  now  in  the  interior.  Should  we  have  a 
dry  month  and  too  much  rain  during  April  it  will  seriously 
affect  the  poppy.  Besides  the  forced  sale,  which  does  not 
establish  a  market  price,  2  other  baskets  of  Karahissar 
qualities  have  changed  hands  at  13s.  6d.  and  13s.  8d. 
respectively.  The  arrivals  to  date  amount  to  1,359  cases, 
against  3,176  cases  at  same  period  last  year. 

Pepper. — At  auction  no  supplies  were  offered.  Privately 
the  demand  is  quiet,  fair  to  fully  fair  Singapore  offering 
at  3§r?.  to  3|rf.  spot.  For  arrival  the  market  for  Singapore 
is  easier,  business  having  been  done  at  3fr/.  c.i.f.  for  April- 
June  shipment.  No  White  pepper  was  offered  at  auction, 
and  privately  sales  of  fair  have  been  made  at  5-fgd.,  the 
value  of  Penang  being  4|rf.

Southern  Nigerian  "  Nsa=sana  "  Seeds. 

Samples  of  "  nsa-sana  "  seeds,  the  product  of  Rieinodcn- 
dron  africanum,  from  the  Calabar  district  of  Southern 
Nigeria,  were  forwarded  for  examination  to  the  Imperial 
Institute,  and  were  found  to  contain  45.2  per  cent,  of  oil, 
which  dried  in  a  day  on  exposure  to  air  at  the  atmosphei  ic 
temperature,  and  left  a  wax-like  residue.  The  oil  was 
chemically  examined,  and  found  to  resemble  t'ung  oil  (Chinese 
wood-oil)  in  composition,  but  technical  trials  would  be  neces- 
sary to  determine  whether  it  could  be  used  as  a  substitute 
for  Chinese  wood-oil  in  the  manufacture  of  linoleum,  varnish- 
making,  etc.  The  nsa-sana  oil  could  also  be  utilised  for 
making  soft-soap,  and  at  present  it  would  bo  worth  about  18/. 
per  ton  for  this  purpose. 

Calcium  Carbide  in  sticks  is  now  obtainable.  It  resists 
exposure  to  moist  air  and  handling  without  suffering  appre- 
ciable decomposition.

few  grains  of  powdered  dragon's-blood  :  if  benzene  or  benzo! 
(the  coal-tar  product)  it  will  at  once  colour  the  solution: 
but  should  it  be  benzoline,  it  has  scarcely  any  effect  upon  tha 
dragon's-blood.

Sir, — The  Pharmacy  Bill  aims  a  fatal  blow  at  the  ont 
man  companies,  but  gives  statutory  right  to  capitalists  an 
large  firms  to  run  a  chemist's  business  under  the  moi 
alluring  description  of  drug  stores.  Except  to  about  or 
large  firm  the  change  of  the  name  "cash  chemists  '  wi 
be  unnecessary.  It  is  the  old  story  of  "one  law  for  tt 
rich  and  one  for  the  poor."  Companies  will  not  be  pr 
vented  from  declaring  boldly  with  all  pomp  and  impum' 
that  they  are  licensed  by  Act  of  Parliament,  and  Jo  , 
Jones,  qualified  chemist,  manages  the  department.  11  j 
Bill  should  stimulate  the  promotion  of  company  pharmac 
Companies  alone  will  swallow  up  all  the  qualified  men,  ai 
in  a  few  years  we  shall  witness  the  smash  up  of  hundrei 
of  branch  and  widows'  shops,  for  the  reason  they  will  n 
be  able  to  offer  the  same  temptations  to  registered  m< 
as  the  rich  companies  offer.  In  return  for  the  various  co 
cessions  on  our  part  and  imposition  of  new  disabiliti 
upon  ourselves,  what  do  we  ask  for?    The  title  to

reserved  to  the  only  person  who  has  any  claim  to  it ;  but 
this  is  rendered  valueless  by  the  conditions  with  which 
it  is  conceded,  for  unless  the  growth  of  company  pharmacy 
is  immediately  restricted  I  predict,  without  any  fear  of 
criticism,  that  the  individual  chemist  is  doomed ;  he  will 
cease  to  exist  after  the  present  generation.  That  he  may 
be  able  to  sell  his  services  to  the  highest  bidder  of  a 
drapery  or  grocery  concern  is  the  only  inducement  to  a 
young  man  in  future  to  face  the  trouble  and  expense  of  a 
professional  qualification.

>my  brother  altered  the  name  of  his  pharmacy  to  "  drug 
(stores,"  the  returns  bounded  up  25  per  cent,  the  first  week. 
This  was  in  a  fashionable  seaside  town.  I  believe  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  proposals  to  be  ineffective.  Nothing  can 
now  be  done,  except  for  chemists  to  try  and  convince  their 
pi.P.s  that  we  are  threatened  with  extinction,  apart  from 
the  injustice  inflicted  upon  us  by  parliamentary  inaction 
md  judge-made  law.

Sir, — As  a  qualified  retail  chemist  I  will  not  have  the 
government  or  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Pharmacy  Bills, 
md  am  of  the  same  opinion  as  Mr.  Wootton  that  neither 
vill  give  the  slightest  benefit  to  chemists  and  druggists. 
Any  title  is  not  worth  a  grain  of  Epsom  salts  unless  the 
'ion-possessor  of  such  is  compelled  by  law  to  keep  hands 
Iff.  These  confiscating  companies  have  been  comfortably 
ecure  on  a  foundation  of  rock,  and  the  proposed  new 
legislation  will  add  a  layer  of  granite  to  increase  the 
security  of  their  strongholds,  while  we  remain  like  a 
.ottering  post,  fixed  on  loose  sand,  certain  to  be  washed 
[way  by  the  next  tidal  wave.  The  enormity  of  the  injustice 
inflicted  on  our  trade  and  profession  by  the  decision  of  the 
louse  of  Lords  has  never  been  fully  realised,  otherwise  a 
lore  determined  show  of  fight  would  have  mitigated  the 
rogress  of  the  enemy  long  ago.

Pharmacy  in  O.R.C. 
Sir, — I  shall  feel  glad  if  you  will  kindly  ,  give  me  the 
portunity  of  calling  attention  to  the  state  of  affairs  which 
tains  in  the  Orange  River  Colony,  and,  if  possible,  rousing 
f  brother  chemists  in  this  Colony  to  some  action,' not  only 
1  obtain  our  rights,  but  to  ensure  to  us  country  chemists 
mething  more  than  a  mere  living,  which  some  of  us  are 
;l  present  barely  getting. 

A  few,  years  ago,  after  much  quibbling,  a  Crown  Colony 
ivernment  concessed  to  us  the  sale  of  all  poisonous  sub- 
mces,  and  to  show  how  far  this  is  carried  out  (I  quote 
'  own  experience)  I  may  say  that  poisonous  medicines 
sold  by  general  stores  right  under  the  chemist's  very,; 
<  ie.  ■  My  own  agents  have  on  two  separate  occasions  bought 
!  dicines  containing  poison  from  general  stores  in  my  own 


dorp ;  and  I  have  been  told  by  farmers  when  I  have 
been  out  of  a  certain  line  that  they  can  get  it  at 
So-and-So's,  one  such  case  being  proved  to  me  by 
the  farmer  leaving  my  shop,  buying  the  article 
(Winslow's  Syrup),  and  bringing  it  to  show  me. 
Again,  why  should  the  Government  deny  to  the  general 
stores  the  power  to  sell  poisonous  medicines,  and  then,  as 
it  has  done,  dump  down  in  a  store  where  sugar,  tea,  etc., 
are  sold  hundreds  of  pounds  of  arsenate  of  soda  for  the 
use  of  farmers  in  locust-destruction  ?  Why  was  not  the 
chemist  asked  to  take  charge  of  it  and  deal  it  out  to  the 
farmers  1  He  would  not  have  turned  up  his  nose  at  the 
remuneration  offered  for  so  doing.  Outside  Bloemfontein 
all  doctors  dispense  their  own  medicines  (I  question  their 
right  to  do  so,  as  I  will  show  later) ;  but  what  one  com- 
plains of  is  that  a  medical  man  should  go  so  far  as  to  supply 
his  patients  with  such  things  as  feeding-cups,  feeding- 
bottles,  soothers,  beef-essence,  enemas,  bed-pans,  trusses, 
lime-water,  etc.  This  is  no  fairy  tale.  I  had  a  medical 
man  in  my  shop  this  morning  for  some  calcii  hydras  to 
make  lime-water  with,  and  this  same  medico  told  me  he 
certainly  supplied  his  patients  with  the  above  articles,  and 
also  that  he  was  in  the  habit  of  making  up  face-creams 
for  his  lady  patients.  The  other  medicos  as  well  all  supply 
their  patients  with  the  articles  named,  and  others  than 
patients  as  well,  if  opportunity  presents.  I  am  not  speaking 
of  those  doctors  who  have  the  right  by  pre-war  custom  of 
keeping  "open  shop,"  but  of  the  newcomer  principally. 

As  regards  dispensing,  if  any  of  my  brother-chemists 
will  take  up  the  O.R.C.  law-book  and  turn  up  the  law  on 
licences,  he  will  read  :  "  As  an  admitted  apothecary,  chemist 
and  druggist,  with  the  right  to  dispense  medicines,  10?." 
(the  italics  are  mine).  This  is  a  general  law  which  is  not 
touched  by  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Ordinance,  or  any 
other.  Now,  if  this  does  not  mean  that  chemists  have  the 
sole  right  to  the.  dispensing  of  medicines,  what  does  it 
mean  ?    So  thinks

Is  Jay  Mack  Straightforward  ?

IT'.  D.  S.  (142/71). — The  conditions  affecting  the  sale  of 
Wincarnis  and  similar  wines  are  mentioned  in  the  C.  &  V. 
Diary,  p.  228,  which  please  refer  to. 

Ajax  (144/49). — If  any  person  represents  himself  to  be  what 
he  is  not,  and  trades  under  that  misrepresentation,  he  opens 
the  way  to  trouble,  such  as  obtaining-  money  by  false  pre- 
tences. An  unqualified  person  who  says  he  is  qualified  by 
examination  would  be  in  that  category.  You  do  not  tell  us 
what  you  mean  by  "  unqualified  person." 

J.  W.  (144/62). — It  is  illegal  to  store  fireworks  in  unlicensed 
premises,  therefore  to  sell  them  there.  There  is  no  difficulty 
in  getting  a  licence.  Ask  your  police  superintendent,  who  is 
the  local  inspector  of  explosives,  and  inform  him  that  you 
want,  authority  to  store  fireworks  on  your  premises,  tendering 
a  shilling  as  the  statutory  fee.  This  formality  will  save  you 
trouble  later  on.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  evasion  of  the 
Explosives  Acts,  probably  owing  to  ignorance.  For  example, 
the  practical  joker  who  gives  the  new  boy  a  few  grains  each 
of  sulphur  and  potassium  chlorate  to  mix  in  a  mortar  is,  as 
a  rule,  unaware  that  he  thereby  becomes  liable  to  a  fine  of 
100^.  So  it  is  in  the  case  of  fireworks  ;  they  are  explosives, 
and  must  be  storod  as  prescribed  by  law. 

V.  S.  (144/31). — For  the  information  of  yourself  and  others 
who  may  be  interested,  we  may  say  that  the  Board  of  Trade 
published  in  September  1907  weights  and  measures  regula- 
tions which  were  made  on  August  27  under  the  1904  Act,  and 
which  state  as  regards  scales  {i.e.,  weighing-instruments)  that 
those  brought  into  use  for  retail  chemists  and  druggists  after 
the  date  of  the  regulations  shall  be  beam-scales.  These  are 
divided  into  three  classes:  (a)  Chemical  and  assay  balances 
and  other  beam-scales  provided  with  means  for  relieving  all 
the  bearings  and  knife  edges;  (b)  beam-scales  other  than  (a) 
which  satisfy  certain  requirements  ;  and  (c)  other  beam-scales 
which  satisfy  certain  other  requirements.  It  will  suffice  to 
state  the  requirements  for  Classes  b  and  c  which  must  be  met 
before  scales  in  these  classes  are  used  in  trade  :

For  Class  c  instruments  multiply  these  figures  by  three. 

E.  E.  R.  (145/69). — You  hold  lease  of  premises  on  con- 
dition that  you  do  inside  repairs,  and  one  of  the  ceilings  has 
come  down.  You  think  you  are  not  liable  because  the  build- 
ing is  supposed  to  bo  defective,  but  there  you  are  wrong  ; 
whatever  the  cause  of  the  damage  you  must  make  it  good. 

W.  H.  B.  (142/27).— The  ointment  is  liable  to  stamp-duty 
on  account  of  the  recommendation  for  cuts,  bruises,  sor?s, 
burns,  piles,  pimples,  eczema,  and  bad  legs;  but  if  made  and 
sold  by  a  chemist  or  other  exempted  person  it  comes  within 
the  exemption  as  to  known,  admitted,  and  approved 
remodies  through  the  statement  on  the  label  as  to  what  it  is. 
Your  explanat  ion  that  "  Sambuc  "  :s  pronounced  "  Sambuce  " 
will  not  avail  you  much  if  action  be  taken  against  you  by 
the  proprietors  of  Zambuk. 

Cymro  (145/46). — You  are  morally  right  in  refusing  to  dis- 
pense to  a  person  unknown  to  you  a  mixture  containing 
2-gra.in  doses  of  morphine  hydrochloride,  but  the  writer  of 
the  prescription  is  a  qualified  medical  practitioner  (although 
his  name  has  been  removed  from  the  register),  and  the  cus- 
tomer is  apparently  in  the  habit  of  taking  the  mixture.  In 
these  circumstances,  and  to  oblige  the  customer,  the  better 
course  to  adopt  would  be  to  get  the  customer  identified  by 


someone  known  to  you,  this  entirely  as  a  precaution,  for 
there  is  no  legal  obligation  upon  you  to  observe  these  for- 
malities in  dispensing  a  prescription  containing  morphine. 

Cheshire  (144/53)  is  tenant  of  premises  under  lease,  and  the 
landlord  has  pulled  down  the  fly  wall  between  "Cheshire's" 
backyard  and  his  neighbour's.  This  is  being  rebuilt  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  deprive  our  subscriber  of  a  strip  of  ground 
13^  in.  wide.  What  is  he  to  do  ?  [Neither  the  landlord  nor 
the  contractor  has  the  right  to  trespass  upon  any  portion  of 
the  property  comprised  in  "Cheshire's"  lease,  and  he  is  en- 
titled to  commence  an  action  against  both  of  them  in  respect 
of  such  trespass  unless  the  landlord  reserved  such  right  in  the 
lease.]

Ajax  (144/49).— For  Worms  in  Pigs.— Starve  the  pig  for 
half  a  day,  then  give  it  1  oz.  of  castor  oil  mixed  with  a  pint 
of  gruel,  and  four  hours  later  6  grains  of  santonin  made  into 
a  ball  with  confection  of  senna. 

Semper  Eadem  (144/18). — In  presence  of  so  much  acid  as 
there  is  in  the  syrups,  it  is  impossible  to  prevent  the  pre- 
cipitation of  the  quinine  and  strychnine  as  iodo-compounds. 
The  mixture  is  utterly  incompatible. 

Lac  (143/52).— Analysing  Milk.— So  long  as  the  milk  has 
not  coagulated,  the  alteration  on  keeping  for  a  short  time 
will  not  materially  affect  the  results.  But  apart  from  the 
actual  alteration,  a  coagulated  sample  makes  it  nearly  im- 
possible to  draw  (say  10  c.c.)  from  the  bulk,  which  fairly 
represents  the  whole.  The  safest  plan  is  to  decline  to  analyse 
coagulated  milk  when  it  is  impossible  to  get  another  sample. 
In  Richmond's  formula  a  milk  having  14  per  cent,  of  total 
solids  and  sp.  gr.  1.034  would  contain  4.46  per  cent,  of  fat  on 
the  assumption  that  the  formula  as  follows  is  accurate:

Milk  dropper  (140/6).— Incontinence  or  Dropping  of  Milk 
in  the  Cow  is  a  very  unprofitable  disease  to  the  owner,  as  it 
is  rarely  cured  ;  especially  is  this  the  case  when  one  teat  only 
is  affected.  It  is  due  to  disease  or  weakness  of  the  sphincter 
muscle  through  intrinsic  or  extrinsic  causes.  Assistance  can 
be  given  by  painting  the  teat  around  the  external  orifice  with 
collodion  or  a  mixture  of  alum  and  albumen,  either  of  which 
usually  closes  the  orifice,  but  it  has  to  be  opened  or  broken 
every  time  of  milking  by  the  teat  syphon  or  milk  catheter, 
A  well-fitting  indiarubber  ring  put  on  the  teat,  and  not  too 
tight,  is  beneficial,  and  has  prevented  the  loss  of  large  quan- 
tities of  milk  when  all  other  remedies  have  failed.  It  may 
also  be  necessary  to  milk  the  cow  oftener  than  usual,  espe- 
cially the  weak  teat.  If  treatment  fails  an  effort  should  be 
made  to  get  the  cow  to  suckle  one  or  two  calves,  and  thus 
prevent  the  continuous  escape  and  waste  of  good  milk. 

J.  W.  M.  B.  (144/6).— Abortion  in  Cows.— Of  all  the  ail- 
ments or  irregularities  the  bovine  species  is  subject  to,  there 
is  nothing  so  misunderstood  and  so  great  a  loss  as  abortion 
There  are  the  proverbial  thousand  and  one  remedies,  but  nc 
specific.  For  the  prevention  of  abortion  the  following  sis 
rules  should  be  rigidly  followed  : 

(1)  Isolation  of  aborted  cows. 

(2)  Disinfection  of  aborted  cows — vulva,  vagina,  uterus 
and  external  genitals. 

(3)  Cremation  of  foetus,  afterbirth,  litter,  and  everythmf 

possible. 

(4)  Thorough  disinfection  of  cowhouse  and  all  accessories 

(5)  All  pregnant  cows  contiguous  to,  or  which  have  been  u 
immediate  contact  with,  the  affected  animal  should  be  care 
fully  and  thoroughly  disinfected  by  having  the  vulva 
vagina,  anus,  thighs,  udder,  and  tail  washed  with  a  solutioi 
of  corrosive  sublimate,  weaker  internally  than  externally 
say  1  in  500  to  1,000  and  1  in  250  to  SCO. 

(6)  Doses  of  the  sublimate  should  also  be  given  internall 
every  second  or  third  day  until  calving. 

Sodium  hyposulphite,  potassium  permanganate,  carbolic  acic 
and  quinine  sulphate  can  also  be  given  in  proper  doses._  A  fei 
years  ago,  after  all  attempts  of  cure  and  prevention  ha.1 
failed  in  an  outbreak  in  a  herd  of  shorthorns  (this  being  tn 
second  year  of  the  cows  aborting),  a  billy  goat  was  procure 
and  tied  up  in  a  corner  of  the  cowhouse.  Result,  no  mor 
abortion.

Customs  Act,  8  of  1878,  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  1 
denaturisation  of  spirits  imported  into  India,  for  whl 
reduced  rate  of  duty  (5  per  cent,  ad  val.)  may  be  clain 
under  Article  I.  of  Schedule  III.  of  the  Indian  Tariff  Ad 
of  1894.    Under  the  rules  laid  down  in  the  notification  ii 
provided,  inter  alia,  that  imported  spirit  may  be  render 
effectually  and  permanently  unfit  for  human  consumpti 
so  as  to  bear  the  reduced  rate  of  duty,  by  the  admixture, 
certain  specified  proportions,  either  of  caoutchoucine  or 
wood  naphtha  and  mineral  naphtha.    The  ingredients 
to  be  procured  by  the  importer  or  his  agent  at  his  c  ;

Medical. — On  account  of  the  insufficiency  of  doctors  to
